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THE HOME RULE CONTEST 


LORD SALISBURY ADDRESSES THE 
PRIMROSE LEAGUE. 

fHE EX-PREMIER RECEIVED WITH MCCH 

ENTHUSIASM—MR, CHAMBERLAIN CRIT- 
ICISRS THE RADICAL COUNCIL. 

Lonpon, May 19.—Lord Salisbury was 
Seceived with great enthusiasm when he ap- 
peared upon the stage of Her Majesty’s Theatre 
this afternoon to address the Conservative 
meeting assembled there under the auspices of 
the Primrose Learue. All the auditors wore 
Lord Beaconsfield’s favorite flower. In his ad- 
éress Lord Salisbury declared that Toryism was 
gtowing rapidly among ali classes in the empire. 
He said he felt it to be his duty in these critical 
times to urge all loyal men to combine for the 
support of religion and the empire. He denied 
Bhat he nad recommended as the best means of 
governing the Irish people the adoption of a 20 
Fears’ coercion’ policy; he had only advised the 
maintenance of law and order inIlreland. He 
teiterated his advice to the Irish to emigrate 
from Ireland if they could not prosper and 
be contented under British rule, and urged 
the Conservatives to support the Liberal 
Unionist candidates in the coming election 
where Conservatives could not certainly be 
ehosen. Referring to the objects of the Prim- 
rose League, Lord Salisbury said they were in 
the highest sense catholic,” being to secure a 
united opposition to the flood of infidelity and 
Socialism which at present was menacing the 
world. Similar learues, he added, were being 
formed inthe British colonies, and even on the 
Continent of Europe. [Cheers.] The audience 
Dumbered at least 5,000, and included a very 
jarge repres®utation of the aristocracy of Eng- 
Jand. The Duchess of Mariborough, Lady Ran- 
doiph Churcbill,.Lady Manners, and Lady Hicks- 
Beach were conspicuous among the host of 
Rae and female sociu! celebrities in the boxes.

In the House of. Commons this evening Mr. 
Timethy Harrington, Home Rule member for 
Dublin, moved the second reading of the bill 
rosiding for the election by baliot of the Poor 
aw Guardians in Ireland, abolishing proxies, 
and reducing the humber of ex officio members 
of the poor boards. Tae Orange members b tterly 
opposed the motion. Mr. John Morley, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, supported the motion, 
and, aftera hot debate, it was carried by a vote 
of 207 to 105. The announcement of the result 
was received with cheers. 

Mr. Chamberlain publishes a letter stingingly 
criticising the recent action of the London Rad- 

1 Council in adopting resolutions favorple to 
Mr. Gladstone’s Irish biils. Mr. Chamberlain 
fays that probably very few of the men who 
tvok part in the council proceedings bave even 
read the Premier’s biils, and that probably hurid- 
ly one of the gentlemen would have given the 
measures a MOment’s consideration if they bad 
been proposed by any person less eminent than 
Mr. Gladstone. 

The Conservatives have arranged to hold a 
monster Loyalist demonstration against the 
Home Rule bill in the-city_of Gainsborough, 
Lincolnshire, to-night.. Mr. Parnell has organ- 
ized a vounter-demonstration in the same place, 
and bas sent Mr. T. M. Healy thither to take 
charge of it and make the principal speech. 

The Dublin Freeman's Journal denies the re- 
ort that a New-York regiment and the Clan- 
po Gael Society of thut city have offered to or- 
yunize a force to fight the Loyalists of Ulster. 

A Loyalist meeting was held to-night at 
Wolverhampton. A number of Irish Radicals 
were present and frequently interrupted the 
proceedings, creating cunsiderable  disor- 
jer. Mr. E. J. Saunaerson, member of Par- 

iament for North Armagh, denied that the 
rish Loyalicts had appealed to the English 
Army for assistance, but he hoped that if a 
Biruggle occurred the army would hold aloof 
and see fair play. A resvlution was adopted by 
the meeting condemning Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
policy.

The American Minister 
presented to his Majesty gifts sent by Presidert 
Dieveiand, consisting of 1,000 views of scenery in 
Different parts of the United States, portraits of 
celebrated and typical Indians, copies of the 
jast census reports, &c. The Sultan was well 


pleased with the presents and requested Mr. Cox 
totnank President Cleveland for the “* unique 
and valuable gifts.” His Majesty said he bad 
recently ordered the taking of a Turkish census 
aod asked Mr. Cox to co-operate in the work by 
fiving the benetit of bis American experience. 
This be promised to do, provided his heaith, bis 
duties, anc his Government permitted him. The 
Sultan expressed himself as greatiy interested in 
the progress of America and ordered that Mr. 
Cox be shown his private grounds and pardens. 
Tne Sultan will give a banquet to Mr. and Mrs. 
Cox on the 26th inst.

INDICTED 1N MINNESOTA, 





TWO NEW-YORK GENTLEMEN ACCUSED OF 


FALSE PRETENSES, 

Feraus FAuuis, Minn., May 19.—The 
Grand Jury has found indictments against 
Henry Van Arnam and George N. Cornwell, of 
New-York, for obtaining money under false 
pretenses. The first named isa prominent citi- 
zen of New-York and an ex-Congressman. War- 
rants for thearrest of both are now in the 
hands of the Sheriff awaiting a requisition from 
the Governor. 

St. Paut, Minn., May 19.—A Fergus 
Falls special to the Pioneer Press gives the fol- 
lowing additional particulars concerning the 
indictment found against Henry Von Arnam and 
George N. Cornwell, of New-York, for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses: In 1883 Von 
Arnam aud George Cornwell! owned large tracts 
of pine land, from most of which they 
had stripped the pine. They sold 4,000 acres 
along the line of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
including the present site of the New-York 
Millis, to A. S. Blowers, who paid $12,000 for the 
land, receiving a ciear title by warrantee deed. 
Eighteen months ago Blowers discovered that the 
land was not clear of an attachment which had 
been placed on it previous to his purchase and 
still beld over his title The attachment 
came about as follows: In the same year 
of Blowers’s purchase a suit was hrought 
in Clay County by aman named Winslow, with 
damages placed at $4,000. When tnat suit was 
begun the court issued an attachment on the 
land, pending the decision, which has not yet 
reached an issue. Consequently the attachment 
is not yet di-solved. 

Prior to learning these facts Blowers had dis- 
posed of considerable land especially in the vil- 
lage of New-York Mills, giving warrantee deeds 
to the purchasers. Since the knowledge of the 
attachment has reached him he has endeavored 
to obtain satisfaction from Von Arnam and 
Cornwell without avail. He has been unable 
to dispose of more land in consequence, and 
holders of land aiready sold look to 
him to save them from harm in the premises. 
The County Attorney will secure a requisition 
from the Governor of New-York for the two 
defendants numed in the ndic€ments, and the 
matter will be broucht to tria! at the Fall term 
of the court. Senator Von Arnam from 1879 to 
1883 represented the Thirty-third District of 
New-York in Congress. 





AN INSOLVENT BOARD OF TRADE. 


THE LOW CONDITION TO WHICH A BOSTON 
INSTITUTION HAS BEEN BROUGHT, 

Boston, May 19.—The Boston Board of 
Trade has filed a petition in insolvency. Aspecial 
meeting of the Directors was held May ]lL. The 
President, Mr. L. G. Burnham, was in the chair. 
The financial condition of the board was consid- 
ered by all the members present, ard its legal 
aspects presented by counse!. It was finally 
moved by Mr. H. F. Woods that Mr. Charles F. 


Crosby, Treasurer and Secretary, be authorized © 


to petition the Boston Board of Trade into in- 
solvency. This was seconded by Mr. E. D. Rice, 
and unanimously voted. The petition was ac- 
cordingly filed. The total indebtedness of the 
corporation is $11,250 18 and the assets, en- 
tirely cash, are $1,042 24. The following 
is a list of the principal creditors: 
Gold and Stock Telephone Comgany, Helivtype 
Printing Company, Maritime Association, of 
New-York: Willett, Hamlin & Co., Petingil! & 
Co., J. F. Cotter & Co., J. M. Whittemore & Co., 
ana W. O. Lewis. In addition to this list there 
are 26 firms who are each creditors for less than 


‘$100. The hearing on the petition will be held 


in the Court of Insolvency on May 27. 

_ The Boston Board ot Trade was established 
in 1854, when the commercial. interests of the 
city were at a low ebb, with the hope of con- 
centrating the business energies of the city and 
advancing enterprises tou improve its commer- 
cial position. During the earlier years 
of its existence the board accomplished 
much in various directions, and it has 
been foremost in many great enterprises. It 
was largely due tv its persistency and well 
directed efforts that the union of the Worcester 
and Western railroads was brought about. That 
improved transportation facilities, with 
better rates and other advantiges for 
this city. It fostered many large under- 
takings, helped along coastwise steamship 
enterprises and concerned itself with many of 
the interests of Boston. Its membership has in- 
cluded a large number of representative Boston 
business men, and it has always maintained an 
important position in the community. Many 
merchants and banks that have  wishea 
to see the board live and prosper re- 
egret extremely that it should finally 
close its uffairs in the Insolvency Court. An 
effort will probably be made to settle the matter 
outside o! the court, as 1x number of Bo-ton mer- 
chants will contribute to a liquidation of the 
debt. One prominent merchant bas already 
offered to pay $1,000 himseif if the remainder of 
the debt is raised. 


THE ERIE TELEPHONE SUIT. 

LowELt, May 19.—The Superior Coyrt 
room was again crowded to-day to hear the 
testimony in the suit of William H. Bent and 
others against the Erie Telepnone Company. 
Tne cross-examination of Mr. Bent wus 
continued by Gen. Butler until 11 o’clock. It 
was confined principalivy to the reorgan.zation 
of the Southwestern and Erie Telephone Com- 
panies.. The new evidence brought out the fact 
that an attempt had been made bythe Eri and 
Southwestern corporation to unite with 
telephone companies in Louisiana and Missouri, 
and that it might be possible that the trip of 
Loren N. Downs to Texas and Arkansas night 
have been for that purpose. ‘The expenses 
charged by Mr. Bent while in Albany, N. Y., for 
the companies were subjected to a close exam- 
ination, and it was shown that in his dealings 
with other telephone companies Bent collected 
his bills in a more businesslike manner than with 
the Erie Company. .An attempt wus made 
yesterday afternoon to have Mr. Bent produce 
his private account books, but he refused, anda 
renewal of the attempt to-day mot with a simi- 
lar fate. 

The redirect examination of Mr. Bent by Mr. 
Richardson wasthen resumed. It was confined 
merely to explanations of testimony given 
under cross-examination by Mr. Bent regarding 
the various companies with which he was con- 
nected as an attorney or a Director. 








HARRIET MARTIVEAUS STATUE. 

Boston, May 19.—On Dec. 26, 1883, the 
statue of Harriet Martineau, by Miss Anne 
Whitney, was unveiled in the old South Church, 
where it has since remuined. The fixure is of 
heroic size, and represents Miss Martineau as 
seated on # garden chair. The work wus con- 
ceived andfprojected : y Miss:;Martineau’s triend 
and biographer, Mrs. Maria Weston Chapman, *t 
In order that this memo: 4l 
should be’ permanently placed according to her 
wishes, Mrs Chapman formally gave it to Miss 
Whitney in a conveyance made three years be- 
fore her death, the gift to take effect at the time 
of that event. Miss Whitney was acquainted 
with Mrs. Chaoman’s views regarding it, and on 
the latter’s death, which occurred in July of 
1885, she accepted the charge. Miss Whitney 
then caliea an informal meeting of those who 
were most interested and who had been to some 
extent associated with’Mrs. Chapman, and in 
consultation with them and with Mr. James 
Jackson Jarves, of Rome, whose wide experi- 
ence made his counsel most valuable, a decision 
was reached. On being consulted, Mr. Jarves 
suggested that the statue be given to Wellesley 
College. The ceremonial presentation and sc- 
ceptance of the statue at Wellesley College will 
take place in June,

FISHERMEN TALK FIGHT 


ooo 
OWNERS OF FISHING CRAFT EX- 
PRESS THEIR INDIGNATION. 
NEW-ENGLAND FISHERMEN TO PROTECT 
THEMSELVES BY FITTING OUT ARMED 
SCBHOONERS. . 

PorTLAND, Me., May 19.—The owners of 
the fishing craft and the crews of the vessels 
sailing from this port are becoming more and 
more indignant about the inaction of the Gov- 
ernment in the matter of the seizure of the 
schooner Ella M. Doughty. ** We sha!lstand for 
our rights, and if the Government will not pro- 
tect us then we will protect ourselves,” said one 
of the largest vessel owners to-Gay. “ Had 
Capt. Doughty been armed, had his .12.men been 
provided with weapons, the capture of” the Ella 
M. Doughty would never have been made. 
When Capt. Doughty goes to seu again he will 
carry cannon and small arms, and not the Ella 
M. Doughty or whatever vessel he may com- 
mand alone, but all other, fishing vessels that 
may go out of this port will be armed. This 
will be no boys’ play. We have rights, 
and, as I said, if the Government of 
the United States is too weak or too 
nerveless to protect us, then we will protect our- 
selves. The vessels will be armed and the Cap- 
tains will have direct orders to resist all at- 
tempts that may be made to seize them. Capt. 
Warren A. Doughty came of good fighting 
stock, and has more of the bulldog to him than 
any man I ever met. Years ago his grand- 
father, old Capt. Wiliam ‘Doughty, and his 
father, Isaac Doughty, weré in the schooner 
Argus that was seized and carried into English- 
town onacharge similar to that made against 
Capt. Doughty. Old Capt. William fought his 
ease trom court to court, and 13 years after re- 
ceived the pay for his schoonér and als» full 
damages. We shall do something more than 
adopt resolutions. Weshallact. Had I been in 
the place of Capt. Doughty, With .12 good men 
at my back, that one officer would never have 
taken my vessel. I should. have said to him, 
* Get off or I willlash you up and take you with 
me.’ The Government is doing nothing for us. 
We must save ourselves, and we shall do it,”” 

A gentleman connected with the Fish Ex- 
change said this evening: ‘* Within the next 24 
hours orders for cannon and small arms sutti- 
cient to supply every fishing vessel going from 


this port will be given out. Ata private meet- 
ing of those most vitally interested in the fish- 
ing business here yesterday afternoon, it was 
resolved that Portland fishermen be armed, and 
that resolutions to that effect be adopted ina 
pwblic meeting. Thiscourse will, it is believed, 
meet the approval of the fishermen and owners 
not only here in Maine, but in Massachusetts 
also.”’ 

A fishing schooner is now fitting out, and is 
expected to leave to-morrow or.Friday for the 
fishing grounds fully armed, the first armed ves- 
se] to leave this port. A meeting of the Fisn 
Exchange was heid at Exchange Hall at 2:30 
o’clock.

Resviver, if our Government refuse to send imme- 
diately armed vessels to protect our fishermen in their 
tights we deem it expedient to arm and equip our 
American fishing vessels for their own protection.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., May 19.—A crowd of 
fishermen gathered opposite the Custom House 
to-day and denounced the apathy of the author- 
ities at Washington in unmeasured terms. When 
one of them madea proposition to bire atug 
ana drive out by force the schooner Geneva, of 
Lunenburg, Nova Scotia, which lies at this port, 
it was received with enthusiasm, but no tug 
owner could be found who would take the risk, 
and the Geneva still lies in the harbor, One ot 
the fishermen said to Capt. Kinney, who was the 
central figure of the crowd, “ You ought: to 
have muzzied the fellow who came aboard, 
sailed away, and then let them pull for 
earth.” Said Kinney, “ The six men who came 
aboard of the Adams from the Lansdowne were 
sassy; they were armed to the teeth with fine 
Colt’s revolvers and cutlasses. ‘the only man 
aboard of the Adams who wae scared Was one of 
the crew who wa« deaf anddumb. They might 
have been pirates for all he knew. I would 
have liked one of those revolvers. The Lans- 
downe only had two six-pounders. which one of 
our men could have pickd up and thrown over- 
boar . The skipper of the Doughty never ouvht 
to have been taken. He could have easily 
evaded the authoritics. If ice had obstructed 
he should bave jammed right through and he

It is expected that several Gloucester vessels 
will go into provincial harbors arméd to the 
teeth, as so many have permits from Collectors 
of Customs, which they telieve aré of some 
value. A report is current here that the schvon- 
er Bloomer has heen seized by the Britisn, but 
reports are not confirmed as yet. The schooner 
Bloomer, of this port, is registered at the Cus- 
tom House, and is engayved intrading. This 
schooner could _ only _ be seized for breaking the 
cu-toms laws. The. Bloomer, of this port, is 
owned by Samuel L. Gibson, and is commanded 
by James ‘Thibadeau. There are three smal. 
fishing schooners named Bloomer on the Maine 
coast. There isa Bloomer at Boston and one at 
Provincetown. Parties in Wellfleet have asked 
through the American Fish Bureau if Nova 
Scotia skippers were allowed to command 
American schooners. In order to get a permit 
ut toe Custom House every American vessel has 
to have a naturalized American for a skipper. 


Banoor, Me., May 19.—The Hon. Hanni- 
bal Hamlin was seen at his residence to-night, 
and in response to a question as to the duties of 
the Unite: States in the matter of the seizure of 
the American fishing vessels, said: **I am not 
familiar enough with all the provisions of the 
treaties to express an opinion. I will say, how- 
ever, that if there be articles in the Provincial 
law excluding American vessels from trad- 
ing in their ports then there should be 
similar restraints placed upon Canadian vessels 
in American waters,” In answer to a question 
as to probable difficulty between the Govern- 
ments Mr. Hamlin said: “I look for none. I 
t..ink both are too wise. I feel sure the matter 
will be settled amicably.” Speaking of the per- 
mit, he continued: “I do not-know why our 
Custom Houses should give petmits to touch 
and trade in those articles which are forbidden 
to be sold by the Proviucial luws.” 


Bostox, Mass., May 19.—When Mr. Sam- 
uel Roads’s fishery order reached the Senate for 
concurrence, Gen. Cogswell, of Salem, hopped 
onto the fish cart and took a ride. He suid: 

As a rule I am in favor of the Legisiature 
minding its own business and not attempting 
to interfere with the duties of Congress, but 
the fishery interests are’ among the most 
important that come before the people 
of Massachusetts, and 1 hope the Senate will 
concur with the House on the adoption of this 
ord r, The Senate unanimously concurred in 
the suspension of the rules and the aduption of 
the order. Mr. Roads is giving the subject 
grave and constant attention, and hones to be 
ready to present a set of resolutions as Soon as 
the committee of Federal Relations can be got 
together, .

CANADA’S POSITION DEFINED. 
AN INDIGNANT CITIZEN OF PORT MULGRAVE 
ABUSES THE UNITED STATES. 
Harirax, Nova Scotia, May 19.—James 
Purcell, of Port Mulgrave, one of the best in- 
formed men on the fisheries question in the 
Province, in giving a statement of the 
position of Canada in the fishery mat- 
ter, says the Gloucester people are 
unreasonable. Have they not, he said, declared 
by memorial to their Government in the Senate 
and through the press, time and again, that they 
wanted no privileges from us. Wehad none of 
any value to. give; in fagt no equivalent 
whatever to offer for a reciprocity treaty. 
Then, why all the bluster? If they were stating 
the truth the Adams should not be at Digby 
purchasing bait. Then, if «they were 
stating what they know to be false they 
Ought, for tneir own self respect, if they 
have any, keep silent, for they are only 
making themselves contemptible, even in 


the eyes of their own Government. My 
opinion is and bas always’ been that 
our best interest lies in the protection 
of our fisheries. Secondly, we do not forget, in 
fact it would be almost impossible that we 
coulp forget what has beenSkept ringing in our 
ears ever since the meeting of Congress, that they 
required no privileges from us, They chuckled 
with glee over their success in preventing the 
commission and considered the main object 
gained, which was to secure a monopoly of the 
tish trade for the continent to the injury of 
the consumer, considering our privileges avail- 
able at any time required. Would not our poor 
fishermen starve if they could not sell their bait, 
ice, &c., and did not. Senator Frye assured 
them that they had a mortgage on Great 
Britain, to keep the peace; in fact, told 
them to go and help themselves, and there 
would be no war. They begin now 
to find out that Mr. Frye’s mortgage is not 
worth acent. They want bait, anv, what is worse, 
cannot do without the = article, and if 
they cannot get it from us by force 
or fraud will be unable to prosecute 
the cod fishery. They threaten us now with all 
sorts of evils 1f we will not grant them privileges 
which they told usa short time ago that we did 
not possess, and if we do not grant them will 
close their ports and do all other unfriendly 
acts toward us. Avwain, they intend to set our 
customs laws at deflance and issue permits 
(letters of marque) giving them full author- 
ity to enter and clear for no place or 
purpose. In fine, what will not our 
insolent, greedy neighbors dO when the Crown 
interests require it. They will injure us about 
as much by shutting their ports as they will 
venefit themselves br shutting their mouths 
at the present time, that is, if they will shut 
their ports and their mouths our losses will be 
abut equally balanced. Why, are not their 
ports virtually shut against us at this mo- 
ment? Let any person capable examine, and 
with a short study he wil) find that in 
every article of production of ours they have 
reared a barrier of protection against us. Look 
over the catalogue, from the potatoes to fish, 
from lobster cans to seal oil. Talk of unfriend- 
liness, Why no country upon the earth could 
act more unfriendiy towards a neighbor than 
the United States has towards us. 

The Hon. William Ross, Collector of Customs 
of this port, in an interview to-day said: ** You* 
ask my opinionas to what effect the seizure of 
the Ella M. Doughty at Englishtown 
will have on the tishery question? Much 
will depend on the Imperial Government sup- 
portinx and detending the action of the Domin- 
ion Government. The headland question does 
not interfere with American fishermen who are 
fitted for cod, nalibut, und haddock, as far as 
tishing is concerned, as their fishipg grounds 
are farfromland. To them, however, an all- 
importontitem is bait, which isfound in great 
abuncance at Ingonish, North Shore, Stanns, 
the Bras d’Or Lakes, &c., as soon as 
ice clears off the coast. Enough herring 
can be taken at St. Ann’s from April l to 
20th May to supply every vessel in the Amer- 
ican fishing fleet with all the bait they re- 
quire. If our coasts had been properly pro- 
tected all through Spring these’ vessels 

ould’ have to go home with little or no 
fish, and they have to be the sufferers 
and not Nova Seotians. It was the vicorous 
guarding of our. coast by British cruisers 
in 1852-3 that led to the reciprocity treaty 
which continued from 1855 to 1865 with 
s0 much advantage to both countries. Will 
British gunboats do the same thing uow? Why 
is it that so many of our cruisers are now in 
port awaiting orders, instead of being out pro- 
tecting our coasts from the ruids of Yankee 
fishermen ?” If the Marine Agent here only had 
the requisite authority these vessels would be 
out on serviceinstead of being idlein port. About 
June 1, the Spring mackere) trim along the Cape 
Breton coast, and then these mackerei generally 
continue going into North Bay until.about June 
20. And immediately atter come the herrings, 
which are tuken in Jarge quantities at Sydney, 
Mira, Little Bras Der, St. Ann’s Bay, Bird Isi- 
and, Ingonish, &c., up to the middle of July. 
About this time the squid strike the coast 
at Aspy Bay and &t. Ann’s, and immense 
quantities of these singular fish are caught 
and sold by the people to French and New- 
soundland fishermen. American fishermen 
often run into Aspy Bay and get sup- 
phed with squid bait, and the coast in 
that vicinity and St. Ann’s should be close- 
ly watcheu during the squid season. The 
headland question will come more into prom- 
inence later on, as the best mackerel fishing is 
close to shore and in smooth water, and 
this question will interfere very material- 
ly with that branch of the Ameri- 
ean fishing, as hitherto most of those 
fish were caught on the coast of Cape Breton, 
Prince Edward Island, &c. The great inter- 
est of both countries is largely involved 
in the fishing questions. Americans want 
free and eusy access to our harbors 
and fishing grounds, the same as our own 
fishermen, and we want our fish to be 
admitted into the United States free of all duty, 
as we need their market fora good part of our 
codfish and for nearly all our mackerel, berring, 
suimon, &c. Two great nations like Great Brit- 
ain and the United States ought to arrive easily 
at au amicab'e settiement of this question.

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BOODLE THE TRUMP CAR 


A WARNING TO THE HOUSE RE- 
GARDING SUBSIDIES. 

MR. HOLMAN SPEAKS OF THE SHAME AND 
DISHONOR ATTENDING PREVIOUS SUB- 
SIDIES—-THE PENSION BILL PASSED. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—“*Shame and dis- 
honor,” Mr. Holman reminded the House to-day 
in the course of the debate on the subsicy 
amendment to the Post Office Appropriation 

bill, had been the result of an attempt to put a 

subsidy through Congress. It was a well timed 

warning. The subsidy hunters are at work with 
more or less plausible arguments endeavoring 
to blind the Democrats to the evils of subsidy 
legislation. The Republicans, with a few manly 
and independent exceptions, are for it. Some of 
them, like Mr. Dingley, are undoubtedly{hon- 
est. Mr. Hiscock, who in conversation ex- 
presses his belief that American commerce 
does not grow because there is more money to 
be made in other investments than shipping, 
speaks out for subsidies as a protection. The 
more money taken from the Treasury to pay 
subsidies the greater the amount required to be 
raised by tariff taxation, and so let the subsi- 
dies be many aud liberal in order that the 
tariff may not be reduced, There are some weak 
brethren among the Democrats, and there are 
some men who voted for subsidies a yearago 
who now propose to vote against the eight-hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar donation. Mr. Oates, of 
Alabama, is one. He was leda year ago to vote 
for the four-hundred-thousand-dollar subsidy 
because it was to be given as ‘“ade- 
quate compensation.” He has seen that 
the steamship companies had no idea of 
being satisfied with * adequate compensation” 
and he is flat-footed against the Senate’s propo- 
sition. Mr. ‘* Tim’ Campbell, of New-York, is 
prepared to vote for the subsidy, and says that 
he has been urged to vote for it by the Brazil 
Mail Steamship Line, the most active advocate 


of the jobinthelobby. He thinks the needs of 
his district dictate that he shall vote forit. It is 
to be supposed that Mr. J. J. Adams has the 
same notions that * Tim” has about the exten- 
sion of American commerce and the policy of 
the Administration. [f Mr. Campbell’s Albany 
record had been cleaner it would help him in 
convincing people here that he is realiy public- 
spirited and that his opposition to the Aaminis- 
tration policy is dictated by an intelligent knowl- 
edge of the question. 

‘The debate to-day was begun by Mr. Millard, 
who was followed by Mr. W. W. Phelps in one 
of his characteristic palavering speecnes about 
the extraordinary benetits to be derived from 
subsidizing American steamship lines. Even he 
does not care to call the gift by its right name, 
‘and sought to make it palatable by declaring 
that it is not a subsidy, because a subsidy is a 
gift or an excessive payment, which this sub- 
sidy would be if distributed as proposed. Mr. 
Hiscock did not like the word subsidy, and 
rightiy thought that the use of the term would 
have the effect of fnghtening men from the 
support of the measure. “Asa party man” he 
sauw nothing in the Senate amendment he could 
not support. That was the honest confession of 
a protectionist who is opposed to a reduction of 
tariff taxes. Mr. Peters, of Kansas, who only a 
year ago was a steadfast opponent of subsidies, 
xdmitted that he wasa convert to the subsidy 
idea, and gave expression to the remarkable 
sentiment, **I believe in the Monroe doctrine 
that givesto the United States the American 
continent.” 

An admirable speech was made against the 
proposed subsidy by Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, 
in the course of which he brought out che fact 
that American commerce bad fallen off during 
the subsidy period from 1866 to 1877. ‘This sub- 
sidy if passed would not benefit American com- 
merce, but would simply go to swell the purses 
of Dillon, Gould, Sage,-and Huntington. Mr. 
Bingham, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Lore, for 
Delaware and its ship yards, spoke for the Sen- 
ate amendment. Mr. McAdoo, of New-Jersey, 
who has always been’one of the best informed 
opponents of subsidies .in the House, spoke 
against it, taking the sersible ground that one 
reason for the neglect of our merchant murine is 
the more remunerative character or inland in- 
vestments. Mr. Holman closed the debate for the 
day with the note of warning quoted at the begin- 
ning of this dispatch. He did the sume thing a 
year ago, and he showed the came spirit to-day, 
as ie we tonto tell the House that one of the 
zreat corporations now asking for the subsidy 
had come to the House and corrupted the legis- 
latorsof thecountry. Hecannot utter his waro- 
ings too often or too sharply, for the men who 
have spent months in fighting the Postmaster- 
General and in working up this subsidy scheme 
are hovering about, determined to carry their 
point if possible. The **boodle’ was found 
a powerful ally by them onatormer occasicn, 
and they have too much at stake now to lose by 
neglecting to play **buo..le’ trumps if they can 
deal them to men who dare risk their reputa- 
tions by selling out,

A long step was taken by the Senate to-day 
in the direction of granting a service pension, 
pure und simple, to every person who fought 
on the Union side at any time dur- 
ing the late war. This step was the 
passage of the Biair bill to pension all sol- 
diers who are disabled and dependent upon 
their own labor tor support and all dependent 
parents of soldiers who died in the service or 
from disubility contracted therein. Tne Senate 
listened to several arguments on the general 
subject, and made a number of important 
mouifications in the text of the measure betore 
it was adopted. Mr. Van Wyck’s proposition to 
fix the minimum pension to be given uader the 
bill at $8 a month was made to read $4 a month, 
and in that shape it wasagreedto. Mr. Ingalis 
came within two votes of baving the rate 
fixed at $6, his motion to that effect being 
lost by a vote of 20 to 21. He was in 
smaller minority _when be tried 
to have the Van Wyck amendment laid 
on the table, for only 15 Senators voted for tne 
proposition, while 24 were against it. Mr. Sauis- 
bury took part in the debate long enough to 
point cut that less would: be heard about pen- 
sioning soldiers if soldiers hud no votes. Mr. 
Logan seemed to regard this remark as directed 
especialiy against himself and’ he proceeded to 
scold Mr. Saulsbury in bis most polished terms. 
The two Senators entertained the galleries with 
an exchange of lefthanded compliments and then 
Mr. Saulsbury gave the Senators someth ng new 
to think about, by proposing an amendment to 
the effect that the money to be paid out under 
the iAli should not be expended until it was first 
put juto the Treasury by means of an income 
tux. Mr. Blair headed off this attack upon the 
measure by moving to table the amendment, a 
motion which was carried by a vote«f neariy 
two to ane. The next important change in the 
bili was made without debate, at Mr. Logan's 
suggestion. It was a reduction in the 
tme of service required from the _ pen- 
gioner from six montis to three months. 
Mr. Butler’ gave the Republican Senators 
a lot of annoyance by moving as an additional 
section to tke bill the Mexican Pension bill, 
which passed the House. some time ago. The Re- 
publicans did not like to be put in the apparent 
position ot refusing pensions to the veterans of 
the Mexican war, butthey feit oijiged to tale 
the amendment. The vote to table was solidly 
Repubiican, Mre Mitchell, of Oregon, being the 
only one who voted with the Democrats in the 
negative. The Senate was on the point of final 
voting on the amended bill when Mr. Ingalls, 
who had bad -a-good, deal to say during 
the ‘day, solemnly assured his _ tfellow- 
Senators that the words ‘ Dependent upon 
his own labor,” would bar out all 
ministers, lawyers, teachers, and the like who 
did not -depend upon manual labor for support. 
The Kansas Senator wanted “labor” changed to 
* efforts” or “exertions,” and the Senate gratified 
bim by putting in **exertions.”’ It was late in 
the day when the final roll call was taken, and 
the bill was passed by a votéof 34tol4. Twenty- 
one votes were cast by Democrats, and just one- 
third of these were in the affirmative. It is be- 
lieved that the bili stands a fair chance of going 
through the House. How much it wil take out 
of the Treasury ncbody can tell. Mr. Blair says 
it may amount to $30,000,000 a year, but he ad- 
mits that even anapproximate estimate cannot 
be made.

Two enterpising real estate agents of this city 
bave succeeded during the last two days in se- 
curing advertisements free of cost of proper- 
ties which they haveon hand for sale in two 
New-York newspupers..

Mr. Randall Is about tu report the Legislative, 
Executive, and Judicial Appropriation bill to 
the House, and may bring it in te-morrow. The 


Pennsyivania obstructor hag never been friendly 
to civii service reform, and he appears to have 
determined to attack it witiout regard to the 
rule of the House prohibiting legislation on 
appropriation bills. In making provision for 
the expenses of the Civil Service Commission 
the committee provide that whenever a request 
is made to the Commissioners for a list of names 
of persons eligible for appointment the commis- 
sion shail certify, not four names as at present, 
but the entire eligible list. Mr. Randall 
has avowed his belief in this as a proper 
method of proceeding. It is in a manner 
open to the suspicion that the appointing officer 
desires apportunities to scrutinize the political 
character of the eligibles and to reject persons 
not of the same party as the Administration. 
Another point made ayainst the existing civil 
service rules is the proposed abrogation of the 
limit of age. Under the rules no person is now 
eligible for the examination and admission to 
the service who is over 35 years of age. As a 
means of enforcing this proposed change the Ap- 
propriations Committee provide that the money 
for the commission shall not be available until 
the limitation rule is abrogated,

Speaker Carlisle does not regard the attack

It is made Ly the disappointed editor of the Com- 
monweaith, who was a candidate for Postmaster.

A WARM PERSONAL CANVASS. 





THE GEORGIA CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR 
GET EXCITED ON THE STUMP, 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 19.—The joint discus- 
sion between Gen. John B, Gordon and Major A. 
O. Bacon, candidates for the Governorship of 
Georgia, which opened at Eatonton on Monday 
and will continue in the leading towns all the 
week, has already developed features of strong 
personality. Major Bacon, who was for 10 years 
Speaker of the GeorgiaHouse of Representatives, 
was one of the strongest supporters of Gen. 
Gordon in both his canvasses for the Urited 
States Senate. The retirement of Judge Sim- 


mons from the Gubernatorial race left what 
was supposed to be a walk-over for Bacon. 
The sudden appearance, therefore, of Goraon 
in the race, backed by his appeal to the soidier 
element, was a sore trial to Bacon, who regard- 
ed A ai as being under political obligations 
to him. 

Bacon has made two previous races for the 
Governorship. When, therefore, at the Eatoh- 
ton meeting, Chairman Nesbit, in introducing 
Bacon, declared himself to be a Gordon man, 
and further declared his belief that Bacon had 
the right “*to run as often as he pleased,” this 
was regarded as an insult, which Bucon resented 
with a warm display of temper. Nesbit tried to 
explain, when Bacon said, “1 have not been ac- 
customed to such treatment at the hands of 
gentlemen.” Nesbit replied, ** Then you are not 
accustomed to the society of gentlemen.”’ As 
quick asa flash Bacon retorted, “I have lived 
among your own blood, and associated with 
them that are of it.” 

In Gen. Gordon’s speech he referred to the 
fact thut Bucon resigned from the Ninth Geor- 
gia and kept clear ot bullets during the war. 
Lacon, inan excited manner, deciximed, * Who 
asserts it, who insinuates it, who repeats it after 
hearing me to-day, that I ever: esigned any pub- 
he trusts, either in peace or in war, when I was 
physically able to serve them, lies.” All through 
the discussion the xreatest feeling was exhibited. 
When the two gentlemen met in Sparta yester- 
day there was curiosity to see what course Gor- 
don would take. Bacon opened by attacking 
the resignation of Gen. Gordon from the United 
States Senute. 

Gordon's turn now came to hurl the lie, which 
he did by saying: ** There was a time when I did 
not resign. There isarecord that is. unsullied, 
even in the estimation of the gentleman who 
has tried to biacken my name before you. It 
was madein a time that I didn’t resign—when 
my country needed me.” Gen. Gordon repexted 
the charge that Bacon had left the army during 
the war, and wound up by declaring that “Iam 
going to be elected, and my friend will then get 
sicker thun he did in 1862." Here Major Bacon 
i terposed and said: “Since he has lent himselt 
to my enemies to destroy me, I absoive him from 
all friendship.” It is not believed that this de- 
bate can vo on Without personal collision, as the 
two men are full oi mettle. 





CUT HIS THROAT 'tKFTER A SPREE. 

Derroit, Mich., May 19.—About noon 
to-day a young commercial traveler arrived at 
the Griswold House and registered as George 
Stagmann, New-York. He retired to a room. 
Half an hour later the bell of his room rang.

Tue boy tound Steg- 
mann on the floorina ialf reeumbent position 
bleeding considerabiy from a large yvash in his 
throat. A blood-stained razor lay near. The 
boy helped him to a seat and then ran for assist- 
ance. I;; the meantime Stewmun: explained that 
he had cut himself while shaving. Shortly atter 
he was taken to Harp-r Hospital and bis wound 
dressed. It extended across the throat about 
two inches just above tne Adam’s apple, and 
was quite deep, but pronounced not dangerous. 
From the police it is learned that he arrived in 
town last night and conducted himself so bois- 
terous|y ut tne station that he was locked up for 
the night.

A dispatch was 
received from him dated at Lansing, Micnh., on 
Tuesday, stating that he wassick. Stegwmann 
was accustomed to drink occasionally, and some 
times became a little tlighty under the influence 
of liquor. His health was not good, but he had 
never suggested that he was tired of life or 
showed despondency. He wasalso accustomed 
to take medicine that affected his head. His 
relatives say that he must have been unconscious 
of what he was coing if ke attempted his own 
life. Heis unmarried.

PERISHED IN TH FLAMES 


FOUR YOUNG CHILDREN BURNED 
7O DEATH. 

THEIR UNCLE FATALLY INJURED IN HIS 
HEROIC EFFORTS TO RESCUE THEM 
FROM THFIR BURNING HOME. 

AkRON, Ohio, May 19.—Mrs. Mary 
Mooney, a widow, residing about three miles 
north of this city, retired about 9 o'clock last 
evening, sleeping in the same room with her five 
children—Thomas, aged 12; Julia, 10; Nellie, 7; 
Lawrence, 4, and Maggie, 2. Their bed chamber 
was in the front part on the second floor of a 
small frame house. In the rear part of the samé 
floor, in other rooms, slept Lawrence Mooney, 
aged 58, brother-in-law of the mother of the 
children; Lizzie Mooney, aged 20,and Patrick 
Mooney, aged 19. Mrs. Mooney’s husband, 
Michael Mooney, died nearly two years ago, and 
since that time the children, with their mother 
and uncle, have lived in this house, which was 
for them a very comfortable home. About 11 
o’clock last night some of the children cried out, 
which awakened Mrs. Mooney, who, like the rest 
of the inmates, realized that the house was on 
fire. The smoke was already so dense as 
to be almost stifling. Mrs. Mooney at 
once {sprang from the bed, grasped her 2- 
year-old baby in her arms, and also attempted to 
carry the little boy, Lawrence, but her son 
Thomas, said he would take careof him. Mrs‘ 
Mooney then told the children to join hands and 
follow her, and she led the way to the stairway 
to go down to the lower part of the house, and 
in this way make their eseape, but on reaching 
the stairway she found that the flames had 
filled it and that there was no possible chance of 
escape by that way. Being almost overcome 
from the heat and smoke the poor mother and 
little ones retraced their steps to their bedroom. 
Here Mrs.Mooney raised a window and called to 
her children to jump for their lives. She could, 
however, no longer see them as the flames were 
now scorching herand death stared her and her 
babe in the face. Ina half fainting and terribly 
excited condition the mother, with the babe 
hugged to her breast, threw herself out of the 
window and landed sately on the ground with 
nothing but her night clothes oa, 

Lawrence Mooney, the uncie, and Lizzie and 
Patrick Mooney, aiso succeeded in making their 
e-cape by jumping from the windows, though 
neither of them had time to aress. ‘he four 
cenildren, Thomas, Julia, Nellie, and Lawrence, 
who were last seen with hands clasped trying te 
find the stairway, were still in the builaing, 
which was now one solid wall of fiames. The 
cries and shrieks were clearly heard, und occa- 
sionally the forms of the little ones coulda be 
seen through tnis terrible shroud of death that 
was so rapidly consuming them. Mr. Mooney, 
the uncle, was fairly crazed and fought the fire 
as best he could, Again and again he rushed 
into the house through the fire in his endeavors 
to save the little ones. ‘the floor had burned out 
from beneath them, ana they had fallen into the 
cellar The mother. brotber, sister, and uncle 
were wild from grief as they watched the terri- 
ble sight. Fainter and fainter grew the cries of 
their loved ones, until ail was hushed. 

Mr. Mooney, in his endeavors to save the chil- 
dren, almost perished in the flames. He is asick- 
ening sight to look upon. His race is so swolien 
and blistered that be scurcely looks like a human 
being. His lips are three. times their natural 
size and look as though they would burst. His 
cheeks are great blisters; his eyebrows, hair, 
and his whiskers are burned close to. the skin, 
leaving nothing but the curled yellow roots ex- 
posed on the face. His ears are burned almost 
to acrisp. In several. places the skin has parted 
and the burned flesh isexposed. His hands and 
arms are literally roasted, 

This morning the remains of the four children 
were gathered in a washtub aid carried to the 
rear of the house. Mr. Mooney cannot live. Tne 
cause of the fire is not known. 





HE 1S NOY A COMMUNIST. 


CONGRESSMAN FORAN EXPLAINS HIS ARBI- 
TRATION SPEECH. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 19.—Congressman 
Foran arrived in Cleveland from Washington 
this afternoon and hurried to the Weddell 
House, where he locked himself in his room to 
avoid the horde of hungry hunters for the late 
suicide’s (Bob Harding’s) Post Office position, 
who were waiting for him. Beinginterviewed he 
said: 

“TI have been fearfully misrepresented by 
some of the papers’ in regard to the language 1 
used in my speeches in Congress on the O’Neill 
Arbitration bill. Inever used the Communistic 
language attributed to me, or anything like it. 
I am anxious that my speeches on the labor difli- 
culties should have the fullest public serutiny. 
I have aiready scattered 6,000 copies of the 
speech in question through this district. 
Abram 8S. Hewitt, himseif a man worth 
$8,00u,000, personally complimented me on my 
speech. ‘Some of them aver that you expressed 
Communistic sentiments,’ said be, * but if those 
were Communistic sentiments then I am a Com- 
muoist.’ 1 opposed O’Neiil’s arbitration bill be- 
cause I do not want@to see the laboring men of 
this country piaced in the power of the 
United States court to imprison them 
tor contempt if they refuse to abide by 
the award of its arbitration, I do not 
believe that the panacea for labor troubles lies 
in legisiation any more than you can Make men 
temperate by tiquor laws. I never said 
that lubor and capital must fight out 
their difaculties, as bas been ascribed 
to me I did say, however, in tbe 
committee room one day, while the O’Neill bill 
was under consideration, that 1 would sooner 
see ten thousand men shot down than that the 
jaborin. men of this country should be forever 
enslaved. I don’t anticipate that the O’Neill bill 
will pas the Senate. I don’t expect, either, that 
tue investigation’ made into the Southwest. rn 
railroad strike by the special committee of the 
House will ever amount to anything. As to 
being a candivate tor renomination, [don’t want 
it. I tave mace positive arrangements with my 
partuer to return to the practice of law at toe 
cluse of my present teri.”

ERIE WINS A SUIT. 

Newsure, N. Y., May 19.—The case of 
Albert Bell, of Susquehanna, against the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad Com- 
pany, which wus) recently tried in the Court of 
Common Pleas, and which resulted in a verdict 
of $7,000 for the plaintiff, was appeated to the 
Supreme Court by the company and has just re- 
sulted in a reversal of the decision.

Src. 4. Each President of the Board of Aldermen 
elected under the provisions of this act shall be elected 
in the manner, and shall possess the powers and per- 
form the duties now provided and conferred or im- 
posed by law upon the President of the Board of Al- 
dermen in the city of New-York, exoept as changed by 
this act. 

Sec. 5. There shall be elected in the city of New-

city. The Aldermen so elected shall hold office until 
noon on the ist day of January, 1888, ‘bere shall be 
elected in the city of New-York, onthe Tuesday sac- 
ceeding the lst Monday in April,in the year 1887, 14 
Aldermen upon a generul ticket and from the entire 
city who shall take office at noon on the Ist day of 
January, 1588.

There was a Jong and rambling debate on Mr.

A motion to take from the table the motion to 
reconsider the vote by which the Methodist 
Church bill was lost was carried.

In the Senate to-day the Assembly amend- 
ments to the modified Cantor bill were con- 
curred in, and the bill was passed, as were 
also the Assembly bill making New-York 
Ludlow-Street Jail keepers a city expense and 
Mr. McManus’s bill giving the New-York Park 
Commissioners jurisdiction over Seventy-second, 
One Hundred and Twenty-second, and other 
streets for boulevards. Mr. Smith called up a 
report in the Yates-Wemple contest, and 
explained at some length the facts upon 
which the report in Mr. Wemple’s favor 
was based. Without debate the report was ac- 
cepted. Mr. Sloan presented an adverse report 
on Mr. Daiy’s Census bill from the Finance Com- 
mittee. The report was fagreed to by a party 
vote and the bill killed. 


The Excise bill was dragged from the Senate 
Cities Committee to-day, and to-night was passed 
by a vote of 17 to 12. The first congratulatory 
dispatch that was sent over the wires announcing 
this result was by Sheridan Shook, e tele- 
graphed Nick Haughton, at the Morton House, 
that the bili had passed. Haugbton is one of 
the old Excise Commissioners, against whom 
charges were preferred to Gov. Hill for having 
licensed houses of ili fame in New-York.

The rumor has 
been’ freely circulated that Nooney would re- 
appoint Haugbton if the bill becomes a law. 

il day long a great throng of Republican 
statesmen walked the corridors buttonholing 
the Republican Senators, urging, begging, be- 
seeching them “to pass the Excise bill.” Among 
the statesmen were Chester S. Cole and Charles 
W. Hackett, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee and of the Executive Committee 
respectively; Sheridan Shook, Stephen B. 
French, John J. O’Brien, Robert G. McCord, 
and John W. Jacobus. They made a vigorous 
canvass, and became satisfied that the 
bill could be passed by a _ combina- 
tion of Democratic and Republican § votes. 
Senator Worth took charge of their 
fight. His first act was early in the morning 
session to move to lay aside the prevailing 
order of business, An objection was entered 
by Senator Daly, and the first attempt to get 
at the bill proved abortive, Upon a second 
attempt, two hours later, the order of business 
was laid aside by a vote of 19 to 6, the negative 
being Senators Daly, Murphy, Dunham, Demo- 
crats; and Griswold, Hendricks, and Walker, Re- 
publicans. The motion was then made by Mr. 
Worth to discharge Mr. Hendricks’s Cities Com- 
ig from further consideration of the Excise 

ill. 

This brought the advocates and the opponents 
of the job to their feet. Senator Hendricks vig- 
orously opposed the “os saying that every- 
body knew what the ill was, and it was 
opposed by the best sentiment of New- 

ork. Senator Daly madeacalm and forcible 
statement as to the purpose of the Dill. lt 
abolished, he said,an excise system that had 
operated satisfactorily to New-York, and the 
Senators were bound to consider whether they 
should ignore that public satisfaction.

Senator 
Pitts frequentiy tripped Mr. Reilly up, and 
Senator Murphy produced the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel showing that Mayor Grace 
had acted legally in appointing the Board of 
Excise now recognized by tbe police and the 
public generally.

BREACH OF CONTRACT. 

Charles A. Chizzola, who managed Sal- 

vini’s recent appearances in this country, wants

The difference between these sums is claimed 
by Chizzola as loss, and he says Salvini violated 
his contract $10,000 worth by refusing to play 
“Othello” as often as he wanted him to. hiz- 
zola claims, also, that on eight occasions Salvini 
refused to appear more than four times a week. 
Salaries and other expenses were as large those 
weeks as any others. So he foots up his losses at 
$12,000 by reason of Salvini’s violations of con- 
tract. Besides, he files claims for $265 which, 
he says. he advanced the actor for sleeping car 
accommodations; also, somthing for transporta- 
tion, and $140 for candies. The candle item, as set 
forthin the complaint, is unique. Salvini in- 
sisted on having four candles every night for 
his dressing room. Chizzola swears that the 
great master habitually slipped these candies 
into his trunk until he accumulated $140 worth, 
which he either disposed of before sailing or 
carried off to save future gas bills. Samuel 
French, of London, is made a party to the suit 
by Chizzola for formal purposes, as Mr, French 
had a claim on the Saivini contract. 

The case will be tried in the Supreme Court, 
unless a settlement meanwhile is jreached. 
Chizzola said he didn’t have Salvini arrested be- 
cause he believed he would pay without trouble 
if the case resulted in judgment against him.

MYSTERIOUS EXPLOSION IN DRUGGIST AM 
ENDE’S LABORATORY IN HOBOKEN, 

For some time Druggist Charles G. Am 
Ende has been conducting a chemical laboratory 
on the third floor of the brick house on the cor- 
ner of Seventh and Washington streets, Hoboken. 
Yesterday afternoon there was an explosion in 


the building. A puff of smoke came out through 
the shattered windows on the third floor, and 
then flames shot out. A man jumped from one 
of the windows, and striking the cornice, re- 
bounded to the awning and thence to the 
street. The crowd that surrounded him saw 
that he was ——. great agony from in- 
haled flame, and e was taken to 8St. 
Mary’s Hospital He proved to be Joseph 
Heyser, 24 years old, the engineer in the 
laboratory. He, with Edwin Sperry, of 
No. 158 Garden-street, and John Wickman, of 
No. 286 East Tenth-street, New-York, had been 
engaged in preparing a medicated cotton, When 
the explosion occurred, Heyser dashed through 
the flames that instantly filied the room, to the 
window. His fellow-workmen escaped by the 
door, but not till they bad been seriously burned. 
A number of girls engaged on the lower floor 
rushed from the building in a panic, but all 
escaped without serious barm. The Fire Depart- 
ment succeeded in confining the flames to the 
upper floor, and the damage to the building, 
which is owned by H. H. Hankius, will not ea- 
ceed $2,500. The drug store below, occupied now 
by Henry Francke & Co.,was flooded with water, 
and, Mr. Francke estimates his loss at $2,000, 
Druggist Am Ende figures his losses at $4,000. 

The cause of the explosion is a mystery. It 
was of sufficient violence to break every win- 
dow in the room and snatter the sashes. It is 
said, however, that the men were pouring ben- 
zine on cotton, and that in some way it became 
ignitea. Dr. Chabut, who is attending Heyser 
at the hospital, thinks he will die. Wickman 
inbaied the flames, besides suffering some ex- 
terior burns, aud tae probability is that he will 
not live. Sperry is the least burned of the 
three, and it is thought that he will recover. 
While running to the fire, Henry Hedges, a 
member of Engine Company No. 1, was so badly 
injured bya fall that it was necessary to take 
him home in an ambulance. 

Druggist Am Ende formerly kept the drug 
store on the street floor of the building, and 
there compounded the poison that some months 
ago killed two of Mr. Holtz’s daughters.

A THREAT TO CALL OUT THE HANDS IN NEW- 
YORK. 


CuIcaao, Ill., May 19.—At a meeting of 
the furniture workers last night it was decided 
to call out the men in the emplay of the Bruns- 


wick & Balke Company, in New-York, in order 
to force the firm here to give in. The company 
intends to open their establishment at Stamford, 
Conn., which has been closed for many years, 
anda committee has been sent there to induce 
the men not to go to work. It was announced 
that 86 out of the 46 upholstery establishments 
in the city had conceded the men eight hours’ 
work and 20 per cent. increase in wages. All 
the members of the union who are at work 
were assessed 5 per cent. of their wages, to be 
paid to the most needy men who are on strike. 


Superintendent McLaren, who has charge 
of the Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company's 
works at the foot of Eighth-street, this city, 


eaid last evening that he did not 
think that the men in his employ 
would go on strike if the Chicago employes of 
the firm ordered them to do so. He had not 
heard that instructions ordering a _ strike 
had been received. About 220 men_ are 
employed in the factory. H. J. Pihet, 
who was among the men late yesterday 
afternoon, had heard nothing of the 
broposed strike. The factory in Stamford, 
Conn., he said, was no longer owned by the com- 
pany, but was used by a firm in the manufact- 
ure of portable bath tubs.

MOB LAW MUST BE CRUSHED, 


‘JUDGE MALLORY’S CHARGE TOxTHE MIL-’ 


WAUKEE GRAND JURY. 
MILWAUEEE, Wis., May 19,—The charge 
given by Judge Mallory to-day to the Grand 
Jury drawn toconsider the score of cases against 
alleged instigators of or participants in the recent 
labor riots in this city, while commended by the 
publio’in general, is the occasion of considerable 
comment among the legal fraternity. After 
charging the jury to conduct its work in:a spirit 
of strict impartiality the Judge continues; 

“No person should be indicted for the com- 
mission of any offense unless such person was in 
some way. by word or act, connected with 
its commission. It is not necessary that the 
person should have actually participated in 
the commission of the unlawful or criminal 
act to make him responsible for it. But every 
person who counsels, hires, procures, or in- 
cites others to the commission of any 
lawful or criminal act is*equally guilt 
those who actually perpetrated the act, 


un- 
with 
hough. 
such person may not have been present at the 
time of the commission of the offense. An 
agreement between two or more persons wrong- 
fully toinjure or prejudice a third. person or 
any body of men, as, for instance, a oombing*ion 
to injure a man in his trade or profession, is a 
conspirator, and as such is an indictable of- 
fense. If, therefore,two or more persons con- 
spire together for the purpose of boycotting a 
man with intent to injure or destroy his busi- 
ness, they may be indicted fora conspiracy. in 
view of the labor troubles throughout the 
country, I think it will be well for the Grand 
Jury to investigate fully and carefully 
the nature and character of the labor 
organizations which exist in the midst of 


us, with a view ascertaining whether any- 
thing in any of eir constitutions, or in any 
oath which any Officer or member is required to 
take, binds officers or members to resort to 
violence or other unlawful means for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing the objects sought to be 
attained. Any organizatiou whose ofiicers or 
members are s0 bound is an unlawful organiza- 


tion and liable to indictment, 
“A conspiracy to prevent, by means ofithreats 


or other unlawful means, an operative from ob- 
taining employment in his business is indictable. 
It is also indictable to conspire to molest and 
obstruct with a view to induce to leave their 
employment, and any labor organization having 
for its object the accomplishment of such pur- 
pose, by such means,is unlawful. I believe a 


vast majority of the people who come to this 
country from foreign lands are attracted by 


our free institutions, and come for the honest 
purpose of accepting and sustaining them, and 
are here for purpose of making peaceable homes 
for their children. But, unfortunately for the 
cause of good government and the peace of 
society, persons of another class, com- 
paratively few in numbers, butof a turbulent, 
irregular, and vicious temper have settled in 
different States of our Union, and com. 
menced from the moment they landed on our 
shores to cry out against our Government, and 
to advocate anarchy. These men by their per- 
nicious doctrines have poisoned the minda 
of large numbers of our once contented and 
prosperous laboring people to an alarming ex- 
teut, to the extent of causing riot and blood- 
shed as well as general derangement of the 
business of the fcountry, honest laborers suf- 
fering more than any other class of our people. 
The men who by incendiary speeches and wild 
harangues cause breaches of the peace must be 
held to strict accountability. Our Constitution 
does not protect any such freedom of speech. 
Our people bave tolerated the reckless and crim- 
inal conduct of Anarchists and demagogues 
quite too long. 

“It is quite time that the courts and juries 
should impartially but fearlessly use every 
lawful meansto enforce obedience to law and 
punish offenders, Every citizen must be pro- 
tected in the independent exercise of his rights 
or we must admit that we have no Government. 
Mob law should not be tolerated any longer. 
The matters to come before you are of great 
importance, and it is your duty to act up to full 
manhood. Courts and juries must either stop 
this . alcaaael or we must abandon the Govern- 
men 


ATRIM RACING YACHT, 


THE REPAIRS AND ALTERATIONS MADE:IN 
THE PRISCILLA. 

WILMINGTON, Del., May 19.—The repairs 
to the Priscilla were finished to-night, and the 
trim racing yacht will spread her sails and turn 
her prow New-Yorkward to-morrow. She will 
leave the Harlan & Hollingsworth Company's 
yardsin the morning and betowedto New-Cas- 
tle, where her compass Will be boxed and the can- 


vas thrown to the breeze. The yacht’s owner, 
Commander Canfield, and the architect, Tams, 
will take passage on her for the New-York 
cruise. Both gentlemen express themselves as 
highly delighted with the improvements and are 
confident she will come well to the front in 
every racing event she sails. The boat is very 
much changed in her general appearance and 
looRs much more like a racer then she did when 
first constructed. All her upper decks have 
been lightened, and the bulwarks have been res 
duced to half their height, now rising only about 
eighteen inches above the deck. By lichtening 
all the woodwork on and around the lower deck 
aton has been taken off the weignt of this part 
of the craft. Her mast has been cut down five 
feet and the gaff and bowsprit correspondingly 
lengthened, making a shorter stretch of canvas 
eee and a longer line horizontally. 

be mainmast has been moved aft about two 
feet, driving the boom further over the stern, 
which change is designed to make her respond 
more readily to the helm and send her about 
with more rapidity. Her sternpost has been 
raked aft three feet, and she has been been 
rounded up forward about fifteen inches. Every 
pound of surplus weight has been removed, and 
the Priscilla’s plainness and !ack of decoration 
is strikingly Puritanical. She suggests the idea 
that she bas been under severe training for a bi 
race and responded to the handling as beauti- 
fully as a thoroughbred. 


LOUISVILLE BOOKMAKERS SAD. 








ALL-OF THEM HEAVY LOSERS AT ‘THE RACE 
TRACK, 

LoviIsviutt4, Ky., May 19.—The book- 
makers held an informal meeting at the Gault 
House last night, and discussed their af- 
fairs and the outlook for the fut- 
ure, There were several long faces 
in the group, although they are generally a 
jolly set of men who look on big win- 
nings and heavy losings as mere mat- 
ters of fact and liable to occur at any 
moment. A comparison of books was gone 
into and an estimate of losses made. The result 
was kept very quiet, but it leaked out. There 
are 21 bookmakers on the track, and the losings 
of the bunch foot up nearly $68,000 for the 
three days of the meeting which they have been 
in. The heavist loser of the bunch is said 
to be Puryear, who, it is rumored, has 
dropped $13,000. The losses of the others have 
been about the same, something in the neigh- 
borhood of $38,000 each. Puryear’s heavy loss is 
attributed to the fact that he held out his colt 
Ada D., who ran third in the Oaks on Monday, 
and laid up against Pure Rye at somewhat larger 
odds than the others. 

The explanation for this “dump” among the 
bookmakers is simple. Whenever the tavorites 
win the books are sure to lose money. There 
have been 19 races on the track during the 
four days up to Jast night, and in that 
number the favorites have come first under the 
string 17 times, which is unprecedented in the 
history of racing here. If the bookers 
had got on the first day with Haggin, 
backing Ben Ali for the Derby, their losses 
would probably_have aggregated a cool hun- 
dred thousand. They are still at it, however, 
and had better luck to-day. 

But while bad luck is after the bookmakers 
the Law and Ordar Club is after White & 
Co.. who have the pooling privilege 
at the track. Warrants were served on 
them to-day, and they were recognized 
to appear in court at 10 o’clook to-morrow 
morning for violating the gambling law of 
Kentuc ‘: It is hardly probable that this move- 
ment will stop the pool selling at this meet- 
ing, as the defendants will give bond for 
their appearance, and have the cases postponed. 
Attorney Baskin for the Law and Order Club 
bas, however, announced his determina- 
tion to _ prosecute pool: selling within the 
city and at the track until it is 
crushed out. There is a very widespread 
opinion that when the betting feature is killed 
borse racing in Kentucky will die with it, if 
not suddenly, slowly, but surely.

‘ NEW-YORK CENTRAL’S REPORT. .. 

THE FALLING OFF IN BUSINESS IN THE 
LAST THREE MONTHS. 


The New-York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company has finally prepared its 
report for the quarter ending March 31. It 
shows that the gross earnings of the company 
for the quarter aggregated $7,842,200 92, and the 
operating expenses were $4,756,361 13, leaving 
net earnings of $2,585,859 79. First charges of 
$1,926,000 left profits of $659,839 79, somewhat 
less than three-fourths of 1 per cent. on the 
company’s stock, while a full 1 per cent. divi- 
dend ($894,283) was paid, the company’s acoounts 
therefore showing @ deficit for the quarter 
amounting to $234,448 

With the quarterly report is filed a report cov- 
ering the six months of business ending March 
81, when the gross earnin 
operating expenses $8,891, 76, leaving 

67 for net earnings. First charges were 
$3,393,000, leaving profits of $1,934,232 67, while 2 
per cent. ($1,788,566) was paid, showing a surplus 
for the six months of $145,666 67. The compari- 
son between the six moan report and that for 
the quarter shows the éxtent to which business 
has fallen off lately. For the six montis the 
profits were $1,934, 67, of which $659,839 79 
were for the last quarter, against $1,274,392 88 
for the first quarter, (a iittle less than 
three-quarters of 1) per cent. on the stock ror 
the quarter ending March 31, against 1.43 (nearly 
144) per cent. for the preceding quarter.

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THE SALE TO PROCEED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 19.—The suit of 
the New-York Central Trust Company against 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 
road Company and others was decided 
by Judge Jackson, of the United States 
Circuit Court, to-day.

A GOOD SEASON FOR THE CANALS. 

Burrauo, N. Y., May 19.—A review of 
the canal season so far this year is very encour- 
aging. Up to yesterday the number of clear- 
ances was 173. Yesterday there were 653 
clearances, with over 412,000 bushels of 
grain, which represents between $20,000 and 
$25,000 down freight money alone. To-day 


the clearances have also been numerous, though 
not so large as yesterday. Boatmen estimate 
that at 6 cents a bushe! a single boat ought 
to clear in around trip $150, Double headers 
are expected to do better. Although the 
railroads are doing a large grain business east- 
ward from here at present, a rough estimate will 
show tbat they would be utterly unable to 
handle the grain. Over 800 additional cars 
would have been needed to load the 
Canal grain that was cleared yesterday, and 
this with canal rates so high that the roads are 
getting a large amount of grain that the 
Canal would ordinarily take. A scarcity of 
boats is also reported. This, too, favors 
the roads, yet they are doing their: best, 
with two points specially in their favor, 
and are sofar short of accomplishing the work 
that they are pte eng A of no account in the 
reckoning whenever such a rush as the 
present one occurs. It is estimated that 
there are 1,100 grain boats doing business with 
Buffalo, though a prominent forwarder deciares 
his belief that the number is less than 1,000. 
But let six-cent freights hold for any great part 
of this season and all this will be changed. 
Every canal yard on the line will be 
full of workmen building new boats. The 
contrast with the corresponding time last year 
is already very great, for wheat was then ship- 
Ping as low as 3 cents, a losing figure with the 
most careful management, especially when loads 
were not to had at any rate.

LUCIUS 8. HUNTINGTON.’ 
‘Lucius Seth Huntington, ex-Postmaster-* 
General-of the.Dominion of Canada, died at his 
home in this city, No. 159 West Forty-sixth- 
atreet, Tuesday morning. He was born at 
Compton, in the Province of Quebec, whither 


hig grandfather bad removed from Massachu-. 


setts, on May 26, 1827, and receivedffhis 
education at Sherbrooke, where he also 
studied law. He was called to the Bar of 
Lower Canada in 1853 and made Queen’s Counsel 
in 1863. lo 1856 he started the aterloo Adver- 
tiser, and in 1860 he contested Shefford for a seat 
in the Dominion Parfiament, the contest resuit- 
ing in a “tie.” He was successful the next 
year, however, and sat in Parliament contin- 
uously from 1862 up to the last election, when 
he retired because of ill health, and came to this 
oly with the hope of recovering his vigor. 

rom May, 1863, to March, 1864, he was Solic- 
itor-Generai for Lower Canada, and in January, 
1874, he became a member of the Privy Council 
of which he was President from that time until 
Oct. 9, 1875, when he was mad Postmaster- 
General, and held the latter positien until 
the resignation of the  Liberai Govern- 
ment of the Hon. Alexander Muckenzie 
in October, 1878 In 1873 be was the leading

DE LACY’S SALARY GOES*ON, 


THE CORPORATION COUNSEL SO ADVISES 
CLERK TWOMEY. 

Capt. Francis J. Twomey, the Clerk of the 
Common Council, having misstated the question 
involved in his false certification of the pay roll 
of the Board of Aldermen in a letter to Corpora- 
tion Counsel Lacombe asking for an opinion as 
to his duty in the premises, Mr. Lacombe yes- 
terday gavean opinion which does not decide 
the point at issue at all. The factsas given in 
THe TIMES are that Twomey, knowing that 
Alderman Robert E. De Lacy is a fugitive from 
justice in Canada, certified that he was entitled 


to his salary for April last, having faithfully 
performed the duties of an Alderman during 
that month. If the duties of an Alderman re- 
quire him to bea fugitive from justice and to be 
indicted for bribery, then Mr.De Lacy faithfully 
performed the dutiesofan Alderman. Clerk Two- 
mey, with the view of saving himself personal 
and probable pecuniary embarrassment in the 
future, asked the Corporation Counsel for an 
opinion as to whether an absent Alderman could 
be deprived of His pay, entirely ignoring the fact 
of De Lacy'’s indictment and flight to Canada to 
escape arrest. In answer to the peculiarly 
phrased communication of the fossilized chum 
of * Billy’? Moloney and ‘* boodle’* Aldermen, 
Mr. Lacombe gives an opinion in which he says: 

“Mr. De Lacy was duly elected a member of the Board 
of Aldermen, quulffied, and took his seat. So far as | 
am advised, he ts stilla member of the board, and as 
such should be placed upon the —~ roll. The circum- 
stance that he has not been present at the meetings of 
the board forthe month of Muy is one with which the 
Clerk of the board has no concern whatever. The 
bourd (Consolidation Act, section 71) is given authority 
*to compel the attendance of absent members * * * 
and to expel any member with the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the; members elected to the board.’ it is not, 
the function of the Clerk, however, to take any such 
action.” 

It is said that Mr. Lacombe was at first inclined 
to send Twomey’s letter back to him for a plainer 
statement of the question at issue, but the Clerk 
is said to have sent Alderman Van Rensse- 
laer to Mr. Lacombe, who induced that official 
to give the opinion printed above. Mr. Twomey 
keeps the roll of the board, and the only official 
knowledge the members could have of De 
Lacy’s absence was through the Clerk. 

The Corporation Counsel also advises Clerk 
Twomey that Mr. Jaehne’s seat asan Alderman 
will be vacated when he is sentenced by Justice 
Barrett. 








A LITTLE LESS CORINTHIANI!SM. 
The third regular meeting of the Sea- 
wanbaka Corinthian Yacht Club for the present 
year took place at Dejmonico’s last evening. 
On motion of L. P. Bayard, the classification of 
cutters, sioops, and yawls was so altered that the 


second class now includes vessels from 55 feet to 
71, and the first class those of 71 feet and over. 
Rule 10, relating to Corinthian crews, was amend- 
ed so that professional crews can now be Carried 
on schooners, first and second class cutters, 
sloops, and yawls. These amendments were made 
for the purpose of forming a class torthe Puri- 
tan, Atlantic, Mayflower, and Priscilla, and to 
allow them anda number of other boats which 
would not otherwise enter a Seawanhaka race, 
to carry professional crews. The Seawanhaka 
men have of late years found great difficulty in 
getting plenty of entries, because many owners 
will not take their vessels around the lightship 
witha crew of amateurs. The club bas found it 
expedient to sacritice alittle of its Corinthian- 
ism in order to keep up the interest of its races. 

Robert Center, in behalf of a number of mem- 
bers, presented the club with a subseription cup. 
valued at $1,000, to be sailed for at the coming 
regatta by the four sloops which are to compete 
for the honor of defending the America’s cup. 
The conditions are that three of them shall start; 
that they may be sailed and manned by profes- 
sionals, and may carry balloon gaff topsails. 
Otherwise they are to conform to the sailing 
regulations of the club. 





CONVICTED OF ABDUCTION. 

Frederick Huber, who gave his occupa- 
tion as that of “ gentleman,’ and who said that 
his father was a shoemaker at No, 15 Thompson- 
street, was convicted in Part II. of the Court of 
General Sessions yesterday on a charge of ab- 
ducting Martha Hock, age 14 years, of No. 780 
Washington-street. Huber found the girl in the 
Bowery onthe night of April 21. Upon being 


arrested, he offered to return the girl to her 


father for $7, and subsequently offered to marry 
her. President Gerry, of the Society for tbe 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, prosecuted 
him under chapter 8lof the Lawsof 1886. The 
case was the first one under the new Jaw, which 
fixes the age of consent at 16 years. Mary Ryan, 
a witness in the case, wassent to the Island for 
five days for refusing to obey a subpoena. 


BEHEADED BY A RAILROAD TRAIN. 

Patrick Heady, who lived at No. 882 At- 
lantic-avenue, Brooklyn, attempted to cross the 
track of the Long Island Railroad on that thor- 
oughfare, at 6 o'clock yesterday morning, but 
was struck by an engine on the north track, and 
instantly killed. He was thrown under the cars, 
which passed over him, severing his head from 
his body.and mangling the latter.

THE POST TO FINISH 


RACERS, RIDERS, AND JUMPING 
AT CF DARHURST, 
RO BETTING IN PUBLIC ALLOWED AND THE 
MEETING TO BE BROUGHT TO A CLOSE 
ON SATURDAY IN CONSFQUENOCE, 

Foxhall Keene had his Waterloo yester- 
day at Cedarburst, and was beaten for the first 
time auriog the meeting. He was riding Zang- 
bar at the top weight in the Hunter’s handicap 
Bat race, and rode him well, but the impost was 
too great, and, though he managed his horse 
well, bad to haul down his colors to Alex Shields. 
It wasaraw day and so chilly that tie people 
present wandered around to find spots where 
the rays of thesun were warmest and the sharp 
wind the least biting. The attendance was the 
smallest of any day of the meeting. As nine- 
tenths of those present had gone there to 
bet. oaths were long and loud and deep 
when they found the big marquee deserted 
by the bookmakers and found that District At- 
torney Fleming and nine constabies were there 
Prepared to arrest every one who should bet 
®Spenly. So all the betting was done on the quiet 
and principally in the saddiing paddock. But 
the men who wanted to bet and the bookmakers 
were no more angry than were the officers of the 
Rockaway Steeplechase Association. They held 
@ meeting in the clubhouse and decided to wind 
up the meeting with the races on Saturday, 
abandoning the races on Wednesday of next 
week, and canceling all engagements for that 
day. They then prepared a statement to the 
public in which they say that this course has 
been decided upon “owing to the conduct of 
the District Attorney in refusing to permit the 
question of the right of betting upon the 
grounds of the association to be testé& in the 
wourts.” This they say they offered to 
leave, divested of all technicalities, to 
any Judge of a Court of Sessions or 
a Court of Oyer and Terminer, argument 
to be had in June next, after the meeting was 
over. The association claims that, “ by reason 
of arbitrary disturbances on its grounds and 
threats of indiscriminate arrests, it has been per- 
secuted by the District Attorney.” This was 
because “ he has been unwilling to abide by the 
decision of the court, claiming that decision to 
be upon a technicality, Then the statement 
concludes: “The association, therefore, unable 
to test this question, is —_—" to submitto the 
acts of one official who claims the right, arbi- 
trarily, to interpret the laws, against the decis- 


fon of the court and without reference to it. 

o the irreparable injury of the association and 
much ,to its regret, itis, for these reasons, co- 
erced, unlawfully, 1t claims, into the course 
which has been decided upon.” While the dis- 
¢eussion regarding this statement and an inter- 
view with the District Attorney were in progress 
the racers were at it on the turf. And this is the 
6tory of the day’s sport. 

Gentlemen riders alone were up in the first 
race of the day—three-quarters of a mile on 
the flat. 1t was eventful principally because it 
‘was the first race in which Foxhall Keene has 
ridden at this meeting and failed to be first past 
the judges’ stand at the finish.

A GAS POOL BROKEN, 


A QUARREL THAT WILL BENEFIT CHICAGO 
CONSUMERS. 

Onroaco, May 19.—There is a shattered 
gas pool in this city, and the ruin will in- 
ure to the benefit of consumers on the 
west side, who are now paying $1 50 
per 1,000 feet for their gas. When the People’s 
and the Chicago Gaslight and Coke Compa- 
nies obtained their charters they divided the 
territory between them, the Chicago taking the 
north and south sides and the People’s the 
west side of the city. The agreement made 


then was to last thirty odd years and 
each company bound itself not to  be- 
come interested in any Other or to infringe 
on the other’s territory. The competition of 
companies subsequently formed on the north 
and south sides forced the price of gas 
in those sections from $2 % per 1,000 
feet down to a; The People’s had 
no competition, but finally oame down 
to $150. The Equitable Company, operating 
under a charter which was granted by the City 
Councilin blank, and then, it is alleged, taken 
to New-York and _ sold for what the 
Aldermen could make out of it, is now 
at work laying mains in the territory 
of the Chicago Company, but ia sedulously 
avoiding the west side. President Watkins, of 
the Chicago Company is convinced from this 
that President Billings, of the People’s Com- 
pany, is interestedin the Equitable, and consid- 
ers the agreement at an end and hiscompany at 
liberty to lay mains where it chooses, a privilege 
which it enjoys under its valuable charter. 
Canvassers representing the Chicago Company 
are therefore at work on the west side, offering 
to furnish gas at $1 per 1,000 feet, and 20 or 30 
miles of mains will be laid by President Watkins 
in President Billings’s territory before snow

THE NANTICOKE DISASTER. 

NANTICOKE, Penn., May 49.—The com- 
mittee of expert miners selected two months 
ago on the question of recovering the bodies of 
the 26 men and boys entombed in No. 1slope by 
the disaster of last December to-day presented 
reports to the Susquehanna Coal Company’s 
officials here. The majority report is signed by 
nine members, and says in substance that the 


work of opening up the tunnel should be pro- 
ceeeded with and the bodies recovered. The 
minority report says another hole should be 
drilled through the head of tne tunnel, and if 
sand is found the work should cease finally, but 
if water is obtained the mine should be drained 
and the work of recovery continued. No scien- 
tific principles are advanced in the majority re- 
port, nor isit stated that the members signing 
consider it safe to resume the work. A member 
of the majority stated this evening that it was 
agreed mutually by them that they would be 
ready at any time to go into the tunnel and 
carry on the work if they should be called upon 
by the company to do so.

The House spent another day yesterday 
in debate on the Senate subsidy amend- 
ment to the Post Office Appropriation 
bill. The speech of the day in its defense 
was made by the humorous member from 
New-Jersey, the Hon. WILLIAM WALTER 
PHELPS, who because uninten- 
tionally, more than usually amusing in 
his remarks. Mr. PHELPs denied that the 
§800,000 offered by the Senate mainly 
fo the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
and the Brazilian steamship line was 
a subsidy, because, he remarked, ‘a 
subsidy is a gift or an excessive pay- 
ment.” He might as well have said that 
theft is not stealing because stealing is 
taking what does not belong to the thief. 
He went on to remark that this amend- 
ment would give ‘“‘new steamships to 
American commerce and new ports to 
American manufacturers,” but he omit- 
ted to state why a company that can 
get $400,000 without adding a single 
trip or a single steamer to what it 
now gives, as the Pacific Mail 
could under this law, would proceed to 
gratuitously increase its expenditures. 
Mr. PHELPS was answered, and crushing- 
ly, by Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, who 
showed that the amendment would not 
and could not do what Mr. PHELPs pre- 
dicted from it, but would and must do 
just the contrary. Mr. HoLmMan pointed 
out that the men who were pushing this 
measure had already once corrupted a 
Congress, and warned his friends that 
only shame and disgrace could follow its 


passage. 


Mr. RanDALr’s “ rider” to the appropri- 
ation for the Civil Service Commission is 
a direct attack on the reform, and is in- 
tended to destroy it. It withholds the 
money until the rules shall be changed so 
as to send all names on the eligible list to 
the appointing officer. This would simply 
makethe examinations pass examinations 
such as were tried and found useless and 
vicious for thirty years.

The House Committee on the Electoral 
Count has devoted some of its time to pre- 
paring a report in favor of a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of a Second Vice-President. It is 
hardly necessary to describe in detail 
the terms of the proposition, It stands 
no sort of chance of approval even 
from the House, The present arrange- 
ment, under the Succession bill 
passed at the current session, will 
answer very well, and to remedy 
the defects which may possibly arise in it 
by the cumbrous process of a constitu- 
tional amendment is too much like the 
Western editor’s proposition to extermi- 
pate the potato bug by blindfolding him 
and backing him under a pile driver. 








The bill for a bridge across the Arthur 
Kill was brought up in the Senate yester- 
day despite the efforts of Mr. McPHER- 
gon to delay it. He managed, however, 
{to consume the time devoted to it in dis- 
icussing the superior advantages of a tun- 
inel as compared witha drawbridge. The 





latter he was convinced could not be oper- 
ated at all unless the days were made 50 
hours long, and though Mr. McPuerson’s 
confidence in what the Government can 
do is very great he shrunk from asking 
it to meddle with the length of the day— 
even the American day. He suggested 
that New-Jersey could better afford to 
build a tunnel and present it to the rail- 
roads than to accept the bridge. There is 
nothing, however, to prevent her doing 
that if she really wishes, 











Gov. Hitt has adopted a very shrewd 
method for getting rid of Railroad Com- 
missioner O’DONNELL, to whom he ap- 
pears to have a special aversion. Mr. 
O’DONNELL’s term expired nearly four 
months ago, but he had until recently 
such a strong support among the business 
men of the State that the Governor, who 
was determined not to reappoint him, 
hesitated to name his successor. His 
course in connection with, the Third- 
avenue strike rather weakened him with 
those who had been his most influ- 
ential supporters, Now, just before the 
adjournment of the Legislature, the Gov- 
ernor has sent to the Senate the name of 
Mr. Epwarp A. Durant, Jr., of Albany, 
for the office. Mr. DURANT is not only a 
thoroughly competent and upright man, 
but a Republican of excellent standing, 
who was lately defeated by a narrow ma- 
jority for the office of Mayor of Albany. 
The Senate is not likely to refuse to con- 
firm him, and it would doa most credita- 
ble. thing if it would at the same time 
take up the Governor’s other good appoint- 
ments—those for Quarantine Commission- 
ers and Health Officer at this port. 








The prison labor question has been dis- 
posed of by the Legislature in a charac- 
teristic way. Instead of settling it one 
way or another it has referred the matter 
to a commission of three persons to be 
appointed by the Governor to investigate 
and make a report by Feb. 10 of next 
year, but it has excluded from the con- 
sideration of the commission the contract 
system lest perchance something might 
be said in its favor. In the meantime 
those in charge of our penal institutions 
are to be permitted, with the approval of 
the Governor, to employ convicts who 
would otherwise be idle on what is known 
as the piece-price plan. The matter is 
thus bridged over to another session, and 
the policy of shirking begun three years 
ago is continued. 








Health Officer SMITH and his rag-dis- 
infecting ring are undergoing investiga- 
tion at the hands of a special committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Quarantine establishment is somewhat 
uneasy about it, as it much prefers dark- 
ness to light. A report of yesterday’s 
proceedings will be found in another col- 
umn 














M. DE LessePs and his friends will be 
very much grieved by the report of M. 
ROUSSEAU, the delegate appointed by the 
French Government to visit the Panama 
Canal and inspect the work going on 
there. M. Rovssgeav contradicts the 
rose-colored statements of the com- 
pany as to the facilities for construc- 
tion, probable time of completion, and 
the cost of the work yet to be done. M. 
DE LESSEPS must meet and refute these 
statements before the Government will 
authorize the lottery loan in his aid. This 
report of M. Rousseau is likely to be more 
disastrous to the company than that of 
Mr. JoHN BIGELOW, with which, how- 
ever, it seems to be in substantial agree- 
ment. 











A REAL MEASURE OF REFORM. 


The bill providing at once for Spring 
elections in this city and for the choice of 
the Aldermen on a general ticket was 
passed by the Assembly yesterday and by 
the Senate late last night. It is the one 
measure of municipal reform which it is 
now in the power of the Governor to be- 
stow upon this city, and it is one full of 
promise. Under it the Mayor and the 
President and members of the Board of 
Aldermen to be elected next Fall would 
hold office until the beginning of 1888, 
and there would be another election in 
April of next year and the Mayor and 
Aldermen then elected would hold office 
from the 1st of January, 1888, to the 1st 
of June, 1889. Thereafter the terms 
would run biennially from the ist of 
June, and the elections would be held in 
April of the odd years, The term of the 
present Controller expires at the begin- 
ning of 1888 and his successor would be 
chosen next Spring, to hold office until 
June 1, 1891, after which the term would 
be four years, The value of Spring elec- 
tions in purifying the administration 
of municipal affairs and relieving gen- 
eral politics of the disturbing influence of 
local ‘‘ deals” and bargains is very gener- 
ally acknowledged, and this bill provides 
forthem ina manner that is free from 
objection. 

One of the most valuable features of the 
measure is that which provides for the 
election of the Aldermen on a general 
ticket. It makes the number of Alder- 
men fourteen, so that the President of the 
board, who is separately elected, may 
huld a casting vote in case of an equal 
division. This number also admits of a 
division into two classes of seven each, so 
that the maximum term under the system 
of biennial elections will not exceed four 
years. The number seven is small enough to 
admit of care in the selection of candidates 
and a close scrutiny of their character 
and qualifications by every voter. The 
board elected next November would hold 
office until January, 1888, and those 
chosen in April to succeed them would be 
divided by lot into two classes, one to 
hold office until June, 1889, and the other 
until June, 1891, so that after next Spring 
only seven would be chosen at any one 
time. It seems to be absolutely certain 
that under this arrangement the charac- 
ter of the men nominated and the grade 
of men who would be willing to serve 
would be materially raised. 

The objection heretofore made by Re- 
publicans that the election of Aldermen 
on a general ticket would result in a 
board unanimously Democratic is obvi- 
ated by the provision for cumulative vot- 
ing. While we believe that a Board of 
Aldermen made up of respectable Demo- 





crats is greatly to be preferred to one 
made up ofa disreputable combination of 
Democrats and Republicans, and that un- 
der the plan for Spring elections and a 
general ticket it would be possible to se- 
cure a practically non-partisan board, still 
there is much force in the claim for 
minority representation. The plan of 
cumulative voting is in fact the fairest 
that could be devised for all parties. Its 
practical result és a representation of all 
organizations taking part in an election 
substantially in proportion to their voting 
strength. It not only obviates the objec- 
tion that a minority party would be over- 
whelmed and deprived of all voice ina 
representative body, but it is calculated 
to induce a wholesome competition in 
support of the best candidates, As the 
tendency would be to concentrate sup- 
port in behalf of the candidates generally 
recognized as the best, it would furnish 
each party with an inducement to put up 
candidates who would command confi- 
dence. 

The main features of the bill are excel- 
lent, and it is unusually free from minor 
objections. We do not quite uuderstand 
why it requires in the notices of elections 
that ‘‘all officers to be elected by dis- 
tricts,” as well as those to be voted for by 
the electors at large, shall be specified, 
when it provides for no election of officers 
by districts. It omits to provide for any 
revision of the registration before the 
Spring elections, which certainly ought 
to be made; but this is a defect which can 
be remedied hereafter. We see no reason 
why the Governor should not approve it. 
It cannot be claimed that it is a party 
measure or that it is calculated to benefit 
one party more than the other. It is 
simply calculated to remove our local 
elections out of the general contentions of 
parties, and to enable the people of this 
city to direct their energies to securing 
the best possible men to administer their 
municipal affairs without being embar- 
rassed by the influences of State and na- 
tional contests. It would also free legiti- 
mate political contests from an element of 
disturbance and confusion which is per- 
nicious in its operation for all parties, 








A NEW PENSION BILL. 

The Senate yesterday passed what is 
known asthe Blair Pension bill, though 
the Senator from New-Hampshire is so 
prolific in bills of this kind that he hesi- 
tates to designate any one that may be 
referred to in debate as his own without 
consulting the records. The bill passed 
yesterday was, however, undoubtedly re- 
ported by him from the Pension Commit- 
tee, and in the course of the discussion it 
was intimated by members of the com- 
mittee that it was a very different 
bill from any they had _ expected, 
so we suppose Mr. BrLaIR may claim 
the credit of originating this one. 
It is quite characteristic of him, 
being conceived in the large and gen- 
erous fashion natural to a man who 
boasts of his-‘‘looseness in money mat- 
ters.” He does not know or pretend to 
know how much it will take out of the 
Treasury, and though he has made an es- 
timate of $25,000,000 a year he admits 
that itis not to be relied on, and he is 
generous enough to say that it is a point 
about which he does not very much care. 
In such things Mr. BLAIR is quite above 
sordid considerations, and takes the solid 
ground thatif the Government is going 
to do anything at all in this line it might 
as well do something liberal. 

Well, the thing the Senate proposes in 
this bill is liberal. There is no denying 
that. It proposes that any man who was 
enlisted in the army or navy of the United 
States during the war of the rebellion, 
and after a period of three months was 
honorably discharged therefrom, and who 
is not entitled to a pension by reason of 
disability incurred in the service, but is 
now disabled and dependent upon his 
own exertions for support, may have a 
pension of from $4 to $24a month. It 
also provides for pensions for the depend- 
ent parents of men who died in the 
service or from disabilities contracted 
therein. It will be seen that the main 
provision of this bill creates an entirely 
new class of pensioners, unknown hith- 
erto to our laws, and, so far as we are in- 
formed, entirely unknown to the pen- 
sion system of any Government in the 
world. We have already made more 
generous provision for the aid and sup- 
port of those who were disabled in the 
service of the United States than any 
other country has ever thought of 
making for the survivors of its wars, 
There are now on the pension rolls nearly 
a quarter of a million of men, and there are 
pending the claims of even a larger number 
than this, Under the laws as they are 
every soldier and sailor who has been 
wholly or partially disabled from earning 
a living by either wounds or disease con- 
tracted in the service is granted from the 
Treasury an amount graded according to 
the degree of his disability. This bill goes 
very much futther than that, and pro- 
poses to extend pensions to those who 
were not disabled in the service, whose 
service, if rendered at all, may have been 
but three months, and who, though en- 
listed, may never have been out of their 
home States, and may never have seen a 
battle or smelled any powder save from a 
salute, 

Even this sort of generosity would not 
be without some justification, if it were 
distributed in a guarded and proper man- 
ner, and if it were to be regarded as the 
final step. That soldiers and sailors who 
had rendered actual service for any con- 
siderable time,and who purely through mis- 
fortune are unable tosupport themeelves, 
should be provided for from the public 
Treasury is a proposition from which very 
few would dissent. Butit is au insult to de- 
serving men of this sort to class them indis- 
criminately with those whose services were 
of anominal character and fora nominal 
time. The Senate bill does this, and it 
does more. It provides, by an amendment 
adopted yesterday after having been re- 
jected the day before, that not less than 
$4 a month shall be paid to any soldier 
under any law. And even this is n@t the 
limit, for Mr. Buatr has declared in the 
course of the debate that it was his hope 
and intention to secure-the passage of a 
purely service pension bill, that is of 


a bill which shall’ grant to every

surviving soldier or sailor of the war; 


though he be as, rich as some of 
the veteran Senators are, and though 
he be as free from disability as the peace- 
ful Senator from New-Hampshire himself, 
a regular payment for the remainder of his 
days. This is a scheme that, no doubt, 
has many supporters, entirely sincere 
and patriotic, among the veterans, but it 
is, equally without doubt, one that is re- 
garded with indignation, as humiliating, 
by many thousands of the bravest and 
most faithful in that class. It is as an in- 
troduction and preparation for this that 
the Blair bill was conceived and intended, 
and this will be the next step to be taken. 








PARTISAN WORK IN OHIO, 

It is universally admitted that the 
twenty Democratic members of the Ohio 
Senate who ran away played the part of 
fools, but it is by no medns certain that 
the Republican minority who remained at 
Columbus have acted the part of wise 
men. It cannot be successfully contended 
that the resolution of the Republican 
minority on May 8 seating the contest- 
ing delegation from Hamilton County 
was legal. It appears to have been 
adopted and carried into effect in 
violation of the Constitution of the State 
and of the rules of the Senate, and it is 
held to be of binding force and efficacy 
only because the Republican Senators 
have carefully excluded from the Journal 
all evidence of the irregularity of their 
action. The courts, it is held, will accept 
the evidence of the Journal as final and 
complete, maixing no inquiry as to whether 
it is a full and truthful record of the Sen- 
ate’s transactions. According to the prece- 
dents this may be held good in law, but 
it is detestably bad in morals and danger- 
ous to the community affected by it. 

It is perfectly true that the Democratic 
Senators unseated were not lawfully 
elected. Their pretended election was one 
of the fruits of the gross fraud perpe- 
trated in Hamilton County, at the last elec- 
tion, by Joun R.McLean and the ruffianly 
Democrats of Cincinnati who acknowledge 
his leadership. The Republican members 
were justly entitled to the seats in which 
they were placed by the action of May 8, 
but it is only according to the canons of 
morality adopted by very practical poli- 
ticians that it is permitted to do one 
wrong to right another, and ridiculous as 
is the present position of the Democratic 
runaways, there is much force and justice 
in their declgration that the Republican 
minority in the Senate has -been guilty of 
a revolutionary usurpation. The partisan 
weapon which the Republican Senators 
have used so freely has a double edge. 
We shall be very much surprised if their 
use of it shall not in the end result in 
their own hurt and disadvantage. 

On sober reflection the Republicans of 
Ohio may conclude that their Senators 
have done the party a good deal of harm 
in the passage of the Reapportionment 
bill. The Ohio Republican Congressmen 
at Washington are decidedly of that 
opinion. But as the bill will cause them 
some personal inconvenience and anxiety 
by abolishing districts in which they felt se- 
cure of re-election their views will have lit- 
tle weight. The reapportionment, however, 
is an undeniable gerrymander, and the 
Democrats will be likely to make some 
capital out of its evident injustice, It is 
their present intention, moreover, to put 
up Congressional candidates this Fall in 
the old districts, in which they would be 
unopposed, and then to appeal to the 
courts to declare the Reapportionment act 
unconstitutional, on the ground that the 
Senate was without a legal quorum 
at the time of its passage. Should 
their plan succeed and the courts give 
it sanction Ohio would seat a 
full Democratic delegation in the 
Fiftieth Congress. The possibility of 
such a terrible retribution has occurred 
to the mind of Senator SHERMAN, who op- 
posed the Reapportionment bill, and in a 
letter to Senator ConraD raised the point 
that should the choice of a President be 
thrown into the Housein 1888 it would 
be extremely disagreeable to have the 
vote of Republican Ohio cast by a solidly 
Democratic delegation. 

But the Republicans at Columbus were 
deaf to all entreaties and arguments and 
appeals, They did their work rather 
blindly and greedily and in the true 
partisan fashion. They will have no just 
cause of complaint if its fruits shall not 
be to their liking. 








MAKING OLEOMARGARINE ODIOUS. 


The Assembly yesterday passed another 
bill to prevent the sale of oleomargarine 
as butter. The passage of this bill, al- 
though it is in form an amendment to the 
existing law, is in effect a confession that 
the laws heretofore passed are ineffectual. 
This is an unfortunate avowal of legis- 
lative incompetency, because for many 
years every session of the Legislature 
has been marked by some measure against 
oleomargarine. That phase of grease has 
had no avowed friends, The bills 
have all been passed. In fact two bills 
once became law onthe same day, by 
which different penalties were affixed to 
the same offense. 

All this multifarious and inconsiderate 
law-making has had so little effect that 
the manufacture and consumption of 
oleomargarine are probably as flourishing 
now as they have been at any time. The 
reason may be that the Legislature has 
persistently gone to work in the wrong 
way. Its power to deal with the subject 
at all comes from its power to prohibit 
adulteratious. This is a power to prevent 
the sale of articles of food which purport 
to be what they are not, whether upon 
the ground that the imitation is dan- 
gerous to health or upon the simple 
ground that it is fraudulent, Instead of 
going to work in a rational way to apply 
this principle to oleomargarine the Legis- 
lature has set to work to make oleomar- 
garine odious, and has provided a number 
of impracticable statutes, the enforce- 
ment of which would involve an espion- 
age of all the groceries, hotels, and 
boarding houses in the State. Of course 
such an espionage could not be main- 
tained. 

It is, however, practicable to enforce a 
law providing that oleomargarine shall 
not be sold as butter. This is the only point 


with which the public is‘concerned. The |: 


makers declare’ that the stuff they make 
is not injurious to health, and it would be 
difficult to prove that it is, except as ex- 
cess of grease is always unwholesome. 
Nevertheless they will not, if they can 
help it, sell it as what it is, for two very 
good reasons. One is, that the cost 
of producing it is a small Yraction 
of the cost of butter and that it 
is a swindle to ask the price of butter for 
it, Another is that the notion of eating 
animal fat for butter is disgusting and re- 
pulsive to everybody, and that there 
would be very little demand for it if it 
were sold on itsown merits and under its 
own name. But though these reasons are 
good enough ‘‘ business reasons” why the 
manufacturers should try to defraud the 
public, they are not valid as reasons why 
the public should permit itself to be de- 
frauded. . 

Instead of going to the groceries and 
the hotels and the boarding houses to stop 
the consumption of oleomargarine the 
State should deal with the factories where 
the stuff is made. It cannot be made and 
sold at a profit, except upon a considera- 
ble scale, at least in competition with the 
large manufactories. It would be much 
easier. to suppress an illicit factory of 
sham butter than an illicit distillery. The 
law might provide for an inspection of 
the factories, and prescribe the packages 
in which alone the stuff should be done 
up, and these should be such as are not 
used for genuine butter. It might even 
designate a color, to be produced by 
harmless ingredients, which should be 
the color of oleomargarine and which is 
not the color of butter. These things are 
done to some extent already. The trouble 
with the existing law is the lack of any 
provision for a systematic inspection of 
the factories. The inspectors should be 
compelled to make reports of the nufber 
of factories and the total output of sham 
butter, and importations of suspicious 
butter from other States might be 
made subject to inspection at the 
markets and liable to forfeiture. This 
would require the taking of a good 
deal of trouble and the expenditure of 
a good*deal of money. But it is not 
alone the dairy interest, but the con- 
sumer that is to be protected, and nobody 
would grudge the money needed to pro- 
tect him from buying animal grease for 
butter and paying for it the price of 
butter. In no other way can the traffic 
in grease be put upon an honest basis, and 
putting it upon an honest basis is very 
nearly equivalent to suppressing it al- 
together, 











Some of the indicted Aldermen seem to 
derive great comfort from a rumor that 
the eminent philanthropist, Mr. Jake 
SHaRP, has assumed the defense of 
JAEHNE and will “see him through,” 
There is no real comfort to be got out of 
this rumor. S#akP in his capacity of pro- 
jector of benevolent enterprises has been 
much exposed to legislators, State and 
rmounicipal. The strikers have settled 
upon him, whenever he had a new proj- 
ect, like vultures on a carcass, and he has 
parted with his substance to them. But 
it does not follow that he loves them, or 
that his affection will induce him to “see 
them through.” Rather the contrary. He 
did not part with $400,000, more or less, to 
the Aldermen who voted for his franchise 
out of a benevolent desire to enrich them, 
but simply because he could not help it. 
He will with perfect composure see them 
all sent to State prison. In fact, verdicts 
that they had all been bribed by some 
person or persons to the jury unknown 
would beeminently satisfactory to SHaRP. 








The new members of the Aqueduct 
Commission, with the aid of Commission- 
ers SPENCER and SQuIRgE, took hold of that 
body yesterday, and very promptly reor- 
ganized it to their liking, These gentle- 
men are not particularly modest, it seems, 
but they are businesslike. They know 
what they are in the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion for, and it is evidently not 
their intention that Mr. O’Brien, 
Mr.. FLYNN, and the other powerful 
frfends who aided them in getting 
their places, shall have occasion to com- 
plain of their ingratitude. Forty millions 
of the city’s money will be spent by this 
commission, yet the people of the city are 
absolutely without representation in its 
membership, and a majority of its mem- 
bers now sit as avowed representatives of 
personal and political interests which are 
adverse to the city’s, 


The Boston Herald notes that our es- 
teemed contemporary Cyrus W. FIELD, 
in pretending to give in his supplement 
the summing up in the investigation he 
instigated, gave the arguments only of 
his own counsel and suppressed those of 
the other side. . It is as we have long sus- 
pected. Cyrus is human, and the Mail 
and tapress is no better, in respect to 
taking care of his friends and scuttering 
his enemies, than if it were an open and 
noterious newspaper.

Permit me to call the attention of your 
journal to the condition of the sidewaik on 
Broadway from Pine-street, north, to the middle 
bf the biock; of Pine-street (both sidewalk and 
roadway) from Broadway, east, about 180 feet, 
and of Nassau-street between Pine and Cedar 
streets. On Broadway the sidewalk and a portion

Fort SmitH, Ark., May 19.—An impore 
tant decision has been rendered by the Hon. J. 
C. Parker, Judge of the United States court fos 
the Western District of Arkansas. The case of 
R. M. Wolfe and B. B. Ross, Cherokee Delegates, 
came before the court on an application to the 
Judge of the court fora warrant for,their ree 
moval to the District of Columbia for trial. 
where they, together with A. Phillips, attorney 
for the Cherokee Nation, stand indicted ong 
charge of conspiracy to rob the Cherokee Na- 
tion of $22,500. Wolfe and Ross sued out 2 
writ of habeas corpus on the ground tbat 
they were held in arrest contrary t 
the Constitution and laws of the Unite 
States, because they were Indians. The 
court holds that the crime charged was a 
conspiracy to commit an offense against th¢ 
United States, and that the law in such cases ap- 
plied tothe District of Columbia, as well as all 
other places over which the United States beld 
exclusive jurisdiction. After reciting at some 
length the laws governing the case, and on which 
his decision was based, he declured that, not< 
withstanding Ross and Woife were Indians and 
the Cherokee Nation was an Indian vation, the

IMPORTERS PROTESTING 


DR. SMITH’S DISINFECTION OR- 
DERS SHARPLY DENOUNCED, 
BIS ACTS AND MOTIVES IN REGARD TO 
RAG IMPORTATIONS EXPLAIN'D TO THE 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE COMMITTEE, 

The special Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce to investigate the action of the 
Health Officer in regard to the disinfection of 
rags, consisting of Daniel Drake Smith, Clarence 
‘A. Andrews, and Isaac Phillips, held its second 
meeting yesterday afternoon at the Chamber of 
Commerce rooms. Besides the members of the 
committee there were present Augustine Smith, 
B. F. Einstein, E. W. McClintock, and Paul 
Heineman. 

Mr. Einstein was the first witness. He said 
that he appeared for the firm of De Castro & 
Co., consignees of the bark Filippo, which ar- 
rived here from Catania, Sicily, with a cargo of 
rags, on Aug. 19, 1885, He merely wanted, he 
said, to state the case so as to have the commit- 
tee understand, if 1t did not already, the position 
occupied by Health Officer Smith. The rags 
had been collected in the Province of Catania 
and, in August, 1884, were put in ware- 
houses there which were lockea and then sealed 
up by the United States Consul. In May, 1885, 
the warehouses were opened by the United 
States Consul, who found their contents 1n pre- 
cisely the same condition as they were in the 
previous August, when the warehouses were 
sealed up. On June 2they were loaded on the 
Fillippo, which contained no other cargo except 
sulphur. More than a year elapsed between the 
time the rags were put in the storehouses in 
-Catania and the time when they arrived in New- 
York. De Castro & Co. asked permission to have 
them landed, and supported the application by 
certificates of the Mayor, Health Officer, ana 
Prefect of Catania, that there was no epidemic 
at tbat place and had been none. And to show 
that they were collected and baled in the 
Province De Castro & Co. had the certifi- 
cate of the Collector of Customs of Ca- 
tania that only 2,600 pounds of rags 
had been brought into the Province during 
a period covering more than the time of their 
collection. 1t was also shown that everybody 
on board the bark was well when she arrived 
bere. Notwithstanding the presentation of all 
these facts Health: Officer Smith refused to 
allow the rags to land without subjection to the 
so-called process of disinfection. De Castro & 


Co. appealed to the Quarantine Commissioners 
and submitted the facts tothem. Health Officer 
Smith offered io proofs at all, but contented 
himself with taking the ground that all rags 


arriving here from no matter where must under- | 


go this process of disintection. The Quarantine 
Commissioners upheld the decision of the Health 
‘Officer, Commissioners Piatt and Nichols voting 
to sustain him and Commissioner Judd voting to 
allow the rags to be landed without disinfection, 

The Chairwan asked if Dr. Smith gave any 
reasons for the position he took. 

Mr. Einstein replied that Dr. Smith had said 
that all raes must be disinfected here. 

Mr. Phillips asked if the Health Officer insisted 
on all rags being disinfected here, even though 
a had been disinfected abroad. 

Mr. Einstein replied that he insisted on their 
disiniection here unl: ss they had been disinfect- 
ed abroad to his satisfaction, but that no process 
of disinfection abroad had been found satistac- 
tory to him. 

The Chairman asked if the rags by the Filippo 
Were accompa .sied by a certificate of their dis- 
infection abroad. 

Mr. Einstein replied that they were not, be- 
cause they had not been disinfected, and the 
certificates accompanying them showed con- 
clusively that they did not need disinfection. 

‘*I bave stated this case in detail,”’ continued 
Mr. Einstein, * because it is one of the extraor- 
dinary cases,and to show that Heaith Officer 
Smith insists on the disinfection of all rags that 
come here, whether they come from a healthy 
port or not. I understand that in June lust this 
Chamber passed a resolution that rags coming 
to this port from an intected port ought to be 
disinfected. Now, on that point we are entirely 
in accord with the Chamber. In fact, I under-. 
stand that importers tuke the ground that rags 
coming here from an infected port ought not 
to be allowed to come in under any circum- 
stances. But, on the contrary, if they come 
from a healthy port, they ought not to be sub- 
jected to this so-called process of disinfection, 
which does not disinfect, and not only subjects 
the owners of the rags to useless expense, but 
also injures their property.” 

Chairman Smith—Is it not a fact, Mr. Einstein, 
that last Summer cholera was prevailing very 
badly in lialy ? 

Mr. Einstein—Not in Sicily nor in the province 
of Catunia. Besides, we take the ground that 
the cholera germ cannot be conveyed in rags, 
and Health Otticer Smith bas certainly not been 
able to prove anythiug tothe contrary. If med- 
ical authorities are to be believed they have 
found that the germs cannot be so conveyed. 
If they could tne so-called process of dis- 
infection to which the -rags are submitted 
would not destroy them. The methods pursued 
in the so-called process of disinfection may 
themselves be cited to prove that the system 
dves not protect our people from any conta- 
gion they may convey. Last Summer they 
were disinfected at Kobbin’s Reef, but they 
were unloaded at Brooklyn before they were 
sentto Robbin’s Reef. Now, you can see the 
absurdity of that course. If they contained any 
contagion they ought not to be brought near 
the city at ail until they are disinfected. 

Chairmen Smith asked it Mr. Einstein had any 
positive proof in support of that statement. Mr. 
Einstein replied that he had, but appealed to Mr. 
McClintock as an importer who, by reason of his 
more intimate acquaintance with the methods 
employed, was better qualified to speak on the 
subject. f : 

Mr. McClintock said that not only was it true 
that the rags were unloaded at the wharves of 
tiiis city or Brooklyn before being subjected to 
the process of so-called disinfection, but that 
they are not even disinfected now at Robbin’s 
Reef. They are disi fected on a barge which 
lies off Red Hook, within a tew hundred feet of 
the Brookiyn water front, 

Resuming his statement, Mr. Einstein said 
that Bartlett charzed $1 20 perton for light- 
erage in conveying the rags to and from the 
barge where they were subjected to the process 
of so-calied disinfection, und $5 per ton for sub- 
jecting them to the process, making an argre- 
grate of $6 20 per ton levied on the rags. “As I 
understand it,” he continued, “there are two 
ways of disinfecting designated by Health Off- 
ser Smith. One way is by treating them with 
superheated steam: conveyed into the bales by 

erforated tubes, and the other is by inject- 

ng the fumes of sulphur by the same 
mechanism. It is a well known § fact 
that only one method, that of steam, 
isemployed. There isa patenton the machine, 
and the patenteeshas sold all his rights to Mr. 
Bartlett. As the method of treating the rags 
with the funes of sulphur is contined by Health 
Officer Smith’s reguiations to the use of this 
suame¢ machine nobody eise can attempt to disin- 
fect rags, because Mr. Bartlett will claim that it 
is an infringement of his patent and threaten to 
bring suit. Health Officer Smith hus said that 
he does not care who the importers go to to have 
their rags disinfeeted, but it is plain from what 
has been shown that in consequence of his own 
regulations there is no one else that they can go 
to. They ure compelled to go to Mr. Bartlett.” 

Mr. McClintock said be bad prepared a state- 
ment embracing several cases of Heaith Officer 
Smith’s action in regard to the so-called disin- 

fection of rags, and that he would “show 
thereby the Health Officer’s connection with 
Bartiett, which is certainly fraudulent.” He 
was also prepared to prove that in at least some 
cases Bartlett actually did not subject 
he rags to his process, althougn he 
claimed to have done 50, and. collected 
his tax for so doing. “I will read the 
statement 1 bave prepared,” said he, “‘and theu 
oucan see the animus of the Health Officer. 
ou can see the fraudulent action of the Health 
Office. As one of the Quarantine Commissioners 
has truly said, ‘they uo not disintect the rags 
for health, they disinfect. them for money.’ ” 

Mr. McClintock’s statement began with the 
relation of the case Of an .uvoice of rags by the 
bark Exile, which arrived at this port from 
Leghorn early in April, 1885. Health Officer 
Smith visited the vessel_ at Quarantine und 
allowed her to pass. The statement continues: 

“| he consignees of the raws had certificates regarding 
them mauve by the United tates Co sul at Leghorn 
Betting forth that on the 31st of October, 1854, he had 
Been certain baies of rags in the warehouse of the 
packer before cholera first broke out in ital ; that 
they could not bave been guthered or bared at or 
ship ed from any infected piace or any region con- 
ticuous ‘hereto; timt the ; rovince had been free from 
Cholera or any other epidemic disease, and tbat the in- 
troduction uf ragsiuto the. ity of Leghsr had been 
prohtviied since the 10tb of July, 1884, which date pre- 
ceded that or the brexking out of tne epidemic in the 
Kingiom of Italy; that the goods shipped per bark 
Ex:ie were the identical bales he hud perso” ally verified 
on the 8ist of Uctover, lss4. ‘1 hese certific:tes were 

resented to the Sanitary Bureau of the Boerd of 

ealth who issued their permit allowing the goods to 
be lunded. (nupplying at the Custom House to enter 
the goods the c.nsiznees found that the Paper Stock 
Disinfecting Company had protestea aguinst their be- 
log entered onthe ground that, although the bills of 
lading were dated in tecember, 1884, the goods had 
noi been put on board of the ship until afrer the com- 
mencement of this year, ana there being in existence 
an order of the Jreisury Department that ‘dates of 
bills of ading shou!d not be considered date of ship- 
ment without o.her evidence to verify.’ In conse- 
menace the Coilectur declined to allow the goods to be 
encered. 

“She consignees went to Washington and laid the 
whole facts before Assistant Secretary Fairchild. ‘hey 
were met there by Mr. W.>cott Smith, ~ecretary of 
the Paper Stock | /isinfecting Company, who made all 
sorts of statements, amony which was one tnat he had 
pn telegram from Health Officer Smith stating that he 
had not passed these rags. Assistant Secretary Fair- 

vidently doubting the right of the Government 

to issue any such reguiations as those prescribed by 
the Treasury circular of Dec 22, 1884, but not wishing 
in any manner to conflict with the proper health au- 
thorities. cuused the following telegram to be sent to 
the Collector of Customs: ‘Rags of Lockwood 
& McClintock. pe bark Exile, can be landed 
with the approval of the proper hea‘th authorities.’ 
The permit issued by the Board of Health, being in 
ssession of the consignees, was exhibited at the 
‘ustom House and the goods were duly entered and 
‘permit issued by the Collector. A number of bales 
were d from the vessel; some placed in 
store. A-policeman went to the vessel, asked to see 
the health permit. which was exhibited to him, when 
be took pussession of it. ordered thst no more rags 
be , and that those on the dock be not re- 


moved. ‘The conaignees applied to the Health De._ 





partment to know what this meant, and were an- 
swered that it was done by direction of Dr. Smith, 
whom they had better call and see. 

* “hey went to Quarantine next morning, taking with 
them copies of the Consui's certificates, and there had 
an interview with Dr. Smith. tie said that he had 
never seen any certificates. [although they were filed 
with the Board of Health when the permit to discharge 
was granted.) that the copies not being certified. mizht 
nol be true ones, but if they were, ‘ail right:* but that 
in tuture be would like ‘an affidavit from the shipper, 
made before the United States Consul at the port o 
shipment, that the rags had not been gathered in 
chvlera infected districts, and the certificate of 
such Consul that the person making the affidavit 
was a man of churacier and entitled to credit.’ He 
suid he bad heard that these rags had not been 
shipped prior to the lst of January, 1885, but when 
ask: d what that hadto dowith the matter of whetner 
the goods were infected or not, made no reply. Finally 
he said he would go to the Board of Health that after- 
noon, where the consignees could see him. On arriv- 
ing from Staten Island he immediately went to the 
office of Messrs. EK. B. Bartlett & Co.. and for 

e was engaged there communicating 
the telephone As Mr. Bartlett is 
interested in  the_ disinfectin com- 
pany and has stated that he loaned them the 
funds with which to erect their apparatus at the Baltic 
Stores, which he cuntrolied, and as it had been ar- 
ranged that sil goods to be disinfected be sent only to 
the Baltic Stores, it is presumable that they havedirect 
telephonic communication with the disinfecting com- 
any. Afterward Dr. Smith went to the Board of 
ealth, the consignees saw him there, but he did not 
spenk to them, but when through conferring with some 
of the officiuls there the permit to land the rags was 
handed back to the consignees and the goods were duly 
discharged and delivered to the owners.”’ 

Mr. McClintock said he afterward learned that 
Health Officer Smith complained to Assistant 
Secretary Fairchild that he had interfered with 
his prerogatives in sending the above quoted 
telegram to the Collector at this port, and con- 
sequently when during the succeeding month of 
May the ships Vigilant and Weisenhorn arrived 
witb rags from Hioga, Japan, and the same cir- 
cumlocution had been gonejthrough, resulting in 
the case being taken to Washington, Secretary 
Fairchild telegrapbed to the Collector ** to sub- 
mit the facts to Hexlth Officer Smith and be 
governed by bim in the matter.” The Collector 
therefore told the consignees to get a certificate 
from Dr. Smith that the rags were free from in- 
fection. The statement continues: 

“As Dr. Smith had passed the rags at Quarantine, and 
as the Health Board had granted a permit to land 
them, the consignees thought there wouid be no diffi- 
culty in getting what the Collector desired. That 
afternoon they sturted to Quarantine to see Dr. Smith. 
and saw this gentleman on the boat in company of 
Mr. Dutcher. During the trip down the Bay they had 
an interview with Dr. Smith, and asked him for such 
8 certiticate as they desired. He replied that he did 
not wish to put anything in writing; that the 
ship was passed at Quarantine; that a permit 
had been issued by the Ho of Health 
to land the oods, and that was all 
the Collector ought to require. He was asked to in- 
dorse on the papers what he had said, but declined to 
do so. He was asked to write a letter about it, which 
he also declined to do, stating that there was not the 
slightest objection to the rags being landed, but that he 
had done all he had authority to do, and that he was 
bothered sao much «bout rags that he wouid do nothing 
more than what he had already done, and the Collector 
should not ask anything more before allowing the 
goods to be entered. 

“ The next day Dr. Smith wrote a long letter to the 
Collector. in which he said that different Boards of 
Health had decided that all rags should be disinfectea. 
He finally winds up the letter by saying: ‘It seems 
therefore advisable that for the present the rule for 
disinfecting rags should be general, and for reasons 
which have been set forth the rags on the 
Vigilant and Weisenhorn should not be an ex- 
ception to the rule. ‘The rags were ordered by 
the Collector to the Baltic Stores, South Brooklyn, 
owned by E. B Bartlett & Co.. but Dr. Raymond, the 
Health Commissioner of Brooklyn, had ordered that 
no infected rags should be landed inthat city, and in 
order to bring these particular rags within the re- 
quirements of tbat order Health Officer Smith varied 
the usual form of certificate as follows: * Rages per 
ship Vigilant from Hiogo, Japan, to be disinfected, are 
not from a chulera-infected port.’ Atan examination 
intothe matter had at the time at Dr. Raymond's 
office he stated in the presence of the consignees that 
Dr. Smith had assured him personally that the rags 
were free from infection.” 

“Still,” aaded Mr. McClintock, ‘‘they had to 
be disinfected.” In relation to one cargo of rags, 
ordered to disinfection, he said that he asked 
Dr. Smith where he had ordered the rags sent. 
Dr. Smith replied that he had not ordered them 
sent anywhere, but when sbown an order in his 
own handwriting, sending them to Bartlett, ne 
replied testily that he would not discuss the 
matter. Mr. McClintock said that the case of 
the Vigilant was not the only one in which Dr. 
Smith told Dr. Raymond, in order that rags 
might be landed at the Baltic Stores, that rags 
sent there for treatment by Bartlett’s process 
were not infected. In fact he habitually made 
that representation to Dr. Raymond and Mr. 
»eClintock had an affidavit from Dr. Raymond 
to that effect. Concerning Dr. Smith’s con- 
nection with Bartlett inthe disinfecting process, 
Mr. McClintock said: 

“In an interview had with Dr. Smith at the rooms of 
the board of Health, in this city, he said that some 
one else could get up some pracess for disinfecting, 
but on asking him what would be satisfactory, all he 
could recommend was either boiling [which is entirely 
impracticabie] or the use of superheated steam or hot 
air. These two latter processes could only be used 
on the rags in the bale by the machinefy 
and process owned and patented by the Paper 
Stock iiisinfecting Company. Smith ssid 
that before havine anything 
Paper Stock Disinfecting Company they sent a clerk to 
him two or three times and that he paid but little at- 
tention to him. Finally theclerk saia it would beto his 
interest to investigate it, when be told the gentieman 
he would‘look out for his own interest. Afterward, 
however, he admitted that one of the principuls called 
on him and he then went and investigated the matter 
and decided that superheated steam was the only proc- 
ess effectual on rags in balés.” 

To show the malignity of the rine when 
thwarted in its efforts to levy the tax onan im- 
portation of rags Mr. McClintock cited the case 
of the bark Elsie Nichols, which was sent from 
New-York to Philadelphia to discharge her rags 
so that the impost might be avoided. **Oneof 
the agents of the ring,”’ said he, ** went to Phila- 
delphia and got a paragraph inserted in all the 
part of that city that a cargo of intected 
rags had been sent thither from New-York to be 
landed. Bartlett himself went over and pre- 
sented to the Board of Health a certificate of 
the Health Officer of this port that be would not 
allow the rags to be landed here. After much 
trouble and delay, however, the consignees suc- 
ceeded in landing their rags, anc they have since 
been distributed over the country and worked 
up into paper without injuring anybody.” 

The Chairman asked Mr. Mcclintock if his 
animus against disinfection was not based en- 
tirely on the exorbitant charge made therefor 
and, if the charge were only $1.4 ton, if he 
would have any objection to the process of dis- 
infection. 

Mr. McClintock replied that his objection was 
not based on the charge und that he would be 
just as much opposed to itif the charge were 
only $1 instead of $6 20 per ton. 

In reply to another question of the Chairman 
he said he had never heard of a single case of 
disease of any kind traced to foreign rags, no 
matter where they came from. 


Mr. Augustine Smith, who has been inthe 
paper business for 5U years, said that he also had 
never heard of a case of disease attributable to 
rags. Mr. Smith next told the committee how 
a consignment of 7,500 bales of rags to Paul 
Heineman had been allowed to pass Quarantine, 
and came upto the city to be discharged at 
Peck-slip. be Health Officer insisted on their 
being taken from there to Bart ett’s stores 
to be disinfected, and Mr. Heineman had 
them taken to Communipaw with a view 
to having them landed in Jersey City. 
Health Officer Smith interfered, however, 
and, as be had jurisdiction over tie sides of the 
pier, though not over the top of it, he ordered 
the vessels away. Therags were then taken to 
Perth Amboy and entered there without any 
difficulty. Another vessel was stopped by her 
consignees at Sandy Hook and rent to Perth 
Amboy to discharge her rags. After she had 
discharged them she came round to New-York, 
and Dr. Smith went on board at Quarantine, and, 
after burning a handful of sulphur between her 
decks, allowed to come up to the city. Alito- 
gether 10,000 bales of rags had been sent from 
New-York to Perth Amboy and entered there, 
15,000 bales to Portland, Me., 2,500 bales to New- 
London, Conn., besides those referred to by Mr. 
McClintock assent to Philadelphia. In answer 
to a question by the Chairman he suid that New- 
York and Boston were the only ports where 
onerous restrictions were put on the importa- 
tion of rags. **All that we ask,” he continued, 
“is this. A year ago the Chamber of Commerce 
passed a resolution which I will read: 

Wher ax, It is stated that application has been made 
to the Secretary of the ‘Treasury by dealers and im- 
porters of rags in the United States to have the proper 
and requisite disinfection required by the Treasury 
regulations mide at the foreign shipping port prior to 
ex poration to the United States, 

ne ofeed That this Chamber is of the opinion that 
the proper disinfection at the place of shipment wil! 
cause the removal of all germs of disea-e and un- 
bealthy consequences from the importation of razsi' to 
this country and th:t the Chamber would recommend 
such action on the part of our Government as wil! re- 
quire such disinfection at -he port of shipment of a)! 
invoices of rags and that the same shal! be accompan- 
ied by the certificate of the United Sta'es Consu: set- 
ting forth the fact. unless, however, such invoice is 
accompanied by a certificate of the Uni ed Sta'es Con- 
sul that the rags were ail gathered in a country free 
from contagious or infectious diseases. 

** Now, Sir,” said Mr. Smith, * we would regard 
itasa special favor if you would submit that 
resolution to Health Officer Smith and xa-k bim 
if he would be satisfied if those resolutions gre 
complied with.” 

inconciusion Mr. Smith said; * Dr. Smith isa 
member of the City and State Boards of Health. 
There are probably several hundred shops in the 
city where rags are received, assorted, and 
packed. There are also some ,tbousands of 
people engaged in their collection. In the State 
there are paper mills, employing some 
thousands of hands, and there are also several 
hundred stores where rags are received, assort- 
ed, and packed, and thousands of people en- 

uged in their collection, yet I have no recol- 
ection of the Health Bourds having calied at- 
tention to their Leing sources of danger. There 
is no authenticated case on record of cholera 
or any other infectious disease having been 
communicated in this country by imported rags. 
It tben appears very much as if all this 
hue and cry about danyver from rags was 
gotten up from interested motives. It is 
the province of the health officials, if they 
know that there 1s no danger, to try and dispel 
public fear instead of becoming alarmists and 
frightening people. Bartlett charges 20 per 
cent. on the value of the raw material for steam- 
ing the rags. The duty on paper is only 15 per 
cent., 80 that we have to pay him a larger tare 
by 5 per cent. on the raw material than we pay 
the Government on the manufactured article.*

ASURPRISE FOR THE DEMOCRATS. 


GOV. HILL NOMINATES A REPUBLICAN FOR 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 

ALBANY, May 19.—Gov. Hill has a second 
time within a month saddened the hearts of the 
Democrats who believed that he really meant 
what be said when he announced to the faithful, 
“Tama Democrat.” The first time that the be- 
lievers were startled, and even shocked, at 
observing the wide margin between prom- 
ise and performance was three weeks 
ago, when he consented that five devoted fol- 
lowers of Daniel Manning should be dismissed 
from the Insurance Department. The victims 
were all Albany Democrats, and, oddly enough, 
they all happened to be Irish-Americans. The 
feeling aroused by the Governor’s heartlessness 
has been communicated to the rank and 
file, and critics are found here and 
there where a few months ago the work- 
ers were all tossing up their hats for 
the man whom they supposed was a straight- 


haired, stiff-backed, uncompromising Democrat 
of the Andrew Jackson type. The Governor 
gave the workers another shock to-day when 
he nominated Edward A. Durant, Jr., to be 
Railroad Commissioner in place of Jonn 
O’Doynell, whose term expired on Jan. 
29 Jast. They are “all broke up” over 
it, for Mr. Durant is a_ Republican; in 
fact, he is the very Republican who 
was pitted a few weeks ago against their own 
candidate for Mayor, John Boyd Thacher. Mr. 
Durant’s activity caused them much trouble, 
time, and worst of all, good hard money. They 
defeated the gallant young commission mer- 
chant only to see him lifted into prominence by 
Gov. Hilland placed on the track leading toa 
fat office worth $8,000 a year for tive years. 

This secoud surprise is leading the party mem- 
bers of high and low degree up to that point 
where they are facing the Governor's so-called 
Democracy, and giving it much the same critical 
inspection which is bestowed upon the ** What 
Is 1t” of the traveling showman’s curious Collec- 
tion. Mr. Durant is a native of Albany and is 
about 35 years of age. He was graduated at 
Williams College in 1868, and for several 
years has been engaged inp the tlour 
commission business. He is respected by his 
townsmen. He has never beep active in public 
affairs, and he has had no experience which 
would justify his appointment as Railroad Com- 
missioner over the headsof many Republicans 
and Democrats better known in the State. It is 
not believed to-night that the Senate will confirm 
the nomination. ; 

The manner in which the nomination was re- 
ceived by the Senators was interesting. The Re- 
publicans all spoke highly of Mr. Durant, basing 
their estimate of his worth on what they saw 
and heard dyring the recent Mayoralty canvass. 
Many of th€m doubted the wisdom of distyrb- 
ing Commissioner O’Donnell, because of his in- 
fluence with the working classes. The Tammany 
Senators swallowed the Republican with a gulp, 
* Never heard of Dyrant,” said Senator Plunkitt 
gayly, “but I’m for any one that Gov. Hill 
nominates.” Senators Cullen and Reilly pinned 
their faith on the Governor, and Senator 
Traphagen’s only regret was that Durant is a 
Republican. The other Democratic Senators, 
unable to see exactly what the Governor hud 
done for the party, got upon the fence, all 
save Senator Dunham. Senator Nelson, for 
instance, squinted at the Republican nominee 
thus, “I believe Gov. Hill will make _ no mis- 
takes.”” This was politic, but Senator Wemple 
was really statesmanlike, saying, ** The fact that 
Mr. Durant is Gov. RHill’s nominee has 
much intiuence with me.” Senator Mur- 
phy smiled in his sleeve as he _ said 
of the nominee, “He is an _ elegant, 
high-toned gentleman, who will be an honor to 
the State if confirmed.” Senator Pierce, a great 
friend of Boss McLaughlin, gravely eulogized 
the nominee, adding: “ Of course I shoulda have 
preferred a Democrat.” Said Senator Daly: 
‘** The nominatién was a complete surprise to me 
and to allof us.” To Senator Dunham fell the 
task of frankly expressing tie thought con- 
cealed by his Democratic associates. Said he: 
**T am surprised that the Governor nominated a 
Republican.” Some of the old Democratic war- 
horses who have been sighing for an appoint- 
ment of some kind under Gov. Hill are also sur- 
prised that a Republican was nominated. 

Death by hanging in committees is preferable 
to death in complete obscurity. It is something 
for 4 warrior’s descendants to know that he 
was once nominated for an_ office, even 
if he was not confirmed. The State is 
full of Democrats who would take chances 
of being confirmed if only the nomination could 
be got. ** Davic’s course is somewhat erratic of 
Jate,”’ softly murmured one of the faithful to- 
night, after satisfying himself that the broad 
corridor leading to the Executive Chamber con- 
tained no lurking eavesdropper. 





SATURDAY HALF HOLIDAYS. 


ADVOCATED AT A CROWDED MASS MEET- 
ING IN BROOKLYN, 


Platform, parquet, balcony, and gal- 
lery of the Brooklyn Academy of Music over- 
flowed with ladies and gentlemen last evening 
in demonstration of the unity of popular senti- 
ment in favor of a general Saturday half holi- 
day. Mayor Whitney presided from behind a 
huge bank of flowers. On the platform 
were Gen. Horatio C. King, the Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, United States District At- 
torney Mark D. Wilbur, 8. Wechsler, A. J. 
Constantine, J. T. Hendricks, Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, F. Loeser, the Rev. William Sparger, the 


Rey. Lindsay Parker, and the Rev. Charles H. 
Hall. The Bath and West End Railroad Com- 
pany sent an offer to carry the clerks of all firms 
joining in the movement to Bath and Coney 
Isiana free of charge, and letters of regret were 
received from the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
Mayor Grace, and Bishop Littlejohn. 

Mr. Talmage on rising was received with so 
prolonged cheering that he expressed the fear 
that the Saturday half holiday would get there 
before he had a chance to speak. He said that 
no audience ever gathered for the consumma- 
tion of a purposein kindlier mood than they. 
They were not out on strike and favored neither 
boycotts nor dynamite, but they sought to 
bring about by argument a_ general stam- 
pede in the direction ofestorekeepers’ closing 
their stores at noon on Satugday until all the 
merchants cried out, “ Give the boys and girls a 
Saturday afternoon holiday.” It was not a de- 
mand for six days’ pay for five and a haif days’ 
work. It wassimply an offer on the part of the 
employes to seil as many feather fang; big-hand- 
Jed parasols, bonnets, hosiery, and bric-d-brac in 
five and a half days as heretofore in six. It was 
a foolish notion to suppose that stores soid more 
the longer hours they were open. In England 
the Saturday half holiday was an accomplished 
fact, and all London’s toiling millions were free 
at lo’clock on that day. Americans ought to 
be able to do the same, What was the useof all 
our great inventions in time-saving machinery if 
they had not enabled us to gain six hours on the 
week in the far distant centuries. * We make 
machines of ourselves,” Mr. Talmagesaid. ‘** 'I'‘be 
first thing an American does when he vets out 
of his cradle and gets wel! balanced on his 
feet is to make a dead rush for his coffin. As 
a nation we need more relaxation, and the 
merchant wants the half holiday just as much 
as thé employe. Let the working girls change 
the pale lilies of their cheeks tor blooming 
roses and the weary heart for a jocund spirit. 
To the flelds! to the flelds!” Then taking his 
handkerchief from his pocket he shouted, ** Let's 
give a signal to the merchants of New-York and 
Brooklyn that our hearts are set upon a Saturday 
haif holiday.”” And the whole auditorium was 
for a full minute a waving sea of white. 

The Rev. W. Sparger, the Hon, M. D: Wilbur, 
and the Rev. Charlies H. Hall spoke earnestly in 
tavor of the movement and called upon the 
wives and families of workingmen to do their 
shopping before noon on Saturday. Resolutions 
were passed by acclamation calling upon al! 
merchants to close their establishments at 6 
o’clock on five evenings of the week and at 
noon on Saturday, and to fix their pay day, if 
possible, in the middle of the week.

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THE COLUMBIA NINE WIN 


THE YALE TEAM BEATEN IN A 
FINELY PLAYED GAME, 

THE PRETTIEST CONTEST EVER SEEN ON 
THE YALE FIELD—COLUMBIA’S GOOD 
FIELDING AND BATTING. ? 

NeEw-HAvEn, Conn., May 19.—Columbia’s 
baseball nine came to this city this afternoon 
and defeated the Yale players by a score of 3to L. 
Both sides played ball for al! they were worth, 
and the result was the prettiest contest ever 
seen on the Yale field. The grounds,in spite of 
the heavy rains of the morning, werein fair con- 
dition, and fully 1,500 people sat on the stands or 
crowdeG against the ropes. Yale had made up 
her mind to beat Columbia if possible, and the 
big majority of the crowd was anxious to see 
her doit. It was late when the visitors and a 
squad of their friends reached the field, and play 
was not begun until 4:15 o’clock. 

Columbia went first to the bat, and Catcher 
Finley was the first man to pick up a bat. 
Pitcher Stagg snot a swift ball, which Finley 
stopped in its rapid path and sent spinning ona 
line to second baseman Stewart, who caught it 
and made the grand stand open its thousand 
throats and shout. Then Edwards tried to see if 
Sheppard was any good, and found out when 
his hit fell in that fielder’s hands and staid there. 
Cooper concluded that Stagg’s pitching wasn’t 
worth hitting, and the side was out, 

For Yale, Brenner picked up his champion bat, 
but only scored three strikes. Then Stagg 
knocked the sphere past Third Baseman Lyon 
and got first. Little Noyes made the crowd yell 
by placing the ballin fine style out into centre 
field, and Stagg put on his steam legs and 
reached third on the nit. Things looked promis- 
ing fora run, but Stewart put cold water on the 
enthusiasm by retiring on strikes, and Marsh in- 


sured the goose egg by going outat first after 
Cooper’s fine pick-up of a line hit, 

For five innings after that the New-Yorkers 
went out in one-two-three order, Stage’s pitch- 
ing proving an enigma that they couldn't solve, 
Meanwhile Yale’s men were trying to find the 
home plate, reaching first, and often third, only 
to die there when some timid batsman sawed the 
air. In the third inning Stagg made a nice hit 
into left field, but didn’t score. In the fifth 
inning Marsh for Yale hit a turf-tearer to left, 
and Brigham followea with asafe hit to short 
right field. Marsh went to third on W. Lyon’s 
error, and Brigham got to second. Here was a 
beautiful chance to score, but Dann and Cross 
unkindly retused to hit the ball, for even a 
sacrifice hit, and the chance was gone. In the 
sixth, however, Stewart hit a powerful two 
bagger into left field, went to third on Marsh’s 
sacrifice, and ran bome on Brigham’s sacrifice. 
The ball and the runner bad a race for the plate, 
aud as Stewart slidin the Columbia contingent 
yelled **out.” 

‘The Yale backers cheered, Stewart picked 
himself up, and Umpire Dutcher said ‘‘safe at 
home.” 

Columbia groaned but the game went on. 
Then Sheppard hit a rattier down the foul line, 
got first and stole to second. Dann went to 
first on balls and staid there for Theologue 
couldn’t summon enough muscular Christianity 
to bat the runners home. In Columbla’s sixt 
inning Ayrault broke the ice by reaching first 
on balls and was advanced to third, and with 
two out Finley stepped forward to try to send 
him home.

Yale’s seventh inning was opened by Bremner’s 
slow hit to right, which yielded hima base. He 
rai forsecond. Finley fielded the ball to Ed- 
wards in time to catch the runner, but the um- 
pire declared him safe. Then Stage hit along 
fiy to left, which McElwain captured neatly, 
and Bremner started for third. McElwain 
tielded the ball to the base, Bremner slid in 
safely, it was supposed, but Dutcher this time 
declared against Yale,und Bremner took his 
seat. Noyes ended the inning by going out. 
Score, 1 to 1. 

ln the eighth Stewart and Marsh made power- 
ful hits to teft, rignt into McEliwain's hands. In 
Columbia’s ninth the excitement was at fever 
heat. Finley was first atthe bat. Hesenta sky 
scraper out over Bingham’s head, and reached 
second on the hit. In trying to block the ball 
for a sacrifice hit Edwards surprised himselt and 
made Yale sick and Columbia gleeful by pound- 
ing a line hit out to left centre. Finley wassent 
home and Edwards ran with thespeed of a man 
who wanted to beat Yaie above all things else. 
Yale’s outtielders were slow in returning the 
ball, and Edwards reached third in safety and 
started for home. Bremner threw the ball ia in 
fine style, but Stagg, who had lots of time to 
catch the runner, muffed the ball and Columbia 
had 8 runs. 

Yale stock was now away below par, but Shep- 
pard sent itup many points by a beautiful hit 
past third,and Dann brought it almost to par 
by a clean drive to right. On a short passed 
ball Sheppard tried to reach third, and every- 
body thought he was safe, but the umpire didn't, 
and Sheppard was out. Cross then disappointed 
everybody by striking out. Bremner, the heavy 
hitter,came up. ‘** A home run, Sam,” went up 
from the grand stand amid cheers. Yale 
was now for once really worked up. Deteat 
stared herin the face, but her best batter was 
at the plate, and that was something. Four 
foul balls rolled off Bremner’s bat before he hit 
a fair one, and that found a safe resting place 
in Cotumbia’s burly first basemanu’s hands. Yale 
was beaten.

A PRINTING HOUSE SEIZED, 
—_——-@—— 
THE JOHN B. JEFFREY COMPANY, OF CHI- 
CAGO, FORCED -INTO INSOLVENCY. 

Cuicaco, May 19.—The big show print- 
ing house of the John B. Jeffrey Company, in 
Dearborn-street, was closed by the Sheriff 
ghis afternoon as a sequence to the vol- 
untary confession of judgments aggregating 
$108,134 89. The judgments are as follows: 
Daniel K. Fenney, First National Bank, $25,100, 
dated May 8 90 days; Emma J. Jeffrey, 
$38,619, dated Sept. 30, 1885, demand; Em- 
ma J. Jeffrey, $5,266, dated Nov. 4. 1885, 
demand; Emma J. Jeffrey, $10,977 89, dated May 
14, 1886, demand; Burr Robbins, $5,413, dated 
Dec. 31, 1885, demand; W. O. Tyler Paper 
Company, $22,758 50, dated May 19, 1886, 
demand. The assets include book accounts 
estimated to be worth the full: amount of the 
judgments confessed and a plant worth $60,000 to 
$75,000. The cause of the failure, according 


to Mr. Jeffrey, is the disposition of certain 
stockholders, chief of whom is‘Albert Hayden, 
& wealthy saddicr and man ahout town, to 
drive bim personally to the wall. The com- 
pany is the outgrowth of the old job office 
of the Evening Bournal, and has only been in- 
corporated about four years. Its capital stock 
is $150,000, only $57,000 of which is paid in. Mr. 
Jeffrey himself owns two-thirds of the stock. 
_ He makes the following statement: 

* The whole proceeding is simply a movement on the 
part of certain stockholders to force dividends or 
.compel me to avail myself of options which 1 hela for 
the purchase of their stock. They threatened 
to apply fora Receiver if I would not meet their de- 
mands and assume Iiabilities that I can’t carry 
out. I have never yet in my career of 24 
years in Chicago defau.ted on a contract or 
b cken # business. pledge. Whe" these stockholders 
demanded of me_ pledges which could not possibly 
be ful iled_ I could not of course accede to their 
demands. which were unreaso able and impossible 
of fulfillment. They threutened to apply for a Re- 
ceiver, and in that way intimidated the creditors of 
the company, and kept paying contracts away 
from the_ establishment. At the last annual 
meeting of the cumpany, held Feb. 1, every share of 
stock being represented, the reports, books. and ac- 
counts were carefully gone over from the date 
of organization and were unanimousiy approved 
and I was unanimously elected President of the com-

A friend of Mr. Jeffrey’s telis the following 
story of the trouble: Some time ago Jeffrey, at 
Hayden's solicitation, bought of Hayden some 
property in Michigan-avenue, paying for it 
$100,000 in cash and $15,000 in the stock of 
the printing company. Hayden promised 
that when he got a little ready mon- 
ey he would take $20,000 worth of the 
stock in the printing company, and upon this 
promise Mr. Jeffrey relied. He also promised 
that should he desire to sell the stock he had 
already acquired Jeffrey should have the privi- 
lege of buying it. Jeffrey went East and 
bought presses of J. B. Cottrell & Oo., 
paying $7,600 in cash and _ $7,600 in stock 
in the company. When Jeffrey reminded 
Hayden of his promise to take $20,000 of the 
stock, Hayden said he would if Jeffrey would 
transfer that amount of stock tothe company. 
Jeffrey did so, but Hayden then would not take 
the stock. The company needed money badly, 
and Jeffrey insisted that Hayden fulfill 
his verbal promise. This promise was 
made, according to Jeffrey, to satisfy 
him when he found that part of the property he 
had bought from Hayden belunged to Hayden's 
cousin, and in order to free it from this incum- 
brance he had to pay the cousin $22,750 in addi- 
tion to what he had already paid Albert Hay- 
den.

In 
order to injure the company, of which he 
was a Director, he offered his own stock at 50 
cents on the dollar, and in that way frightened 
the creditors who began to press their claims, 
‘ particularly when a Receiver was talked about, 
It was to save the business that Jeffrey confessed 
the judgments. According toa statement to the 
Associated Press the business will be continued 
as usual. 

Mr. Jeffrey came to Chicago in 1862 and held 
various positions on the Post and the Republican. 
He was fora time business manager of the In- 
dianapolis Sentinel, and returned here to super- 
intend the job department of the Journal. This 
he subsequently leased and the company was 
formed. he house is One of the heaviest in this 
country engaged in the show-printing business. 
Mr. Jeffrey is very popular and well liked, and 
has been a prominent Republican and one of the 
advisers of the party in this State.

THE PEARSON-JONES CHALLENGE. 
Oo 

DANVILLE, Va., May 19.—No little excite- 

ment was created in this place yesterday by the 

movements of Mr. Richmond Pearson and his 

friend, Mr. J. R. Hamilton, from North Carolina. 

These gentlemen had lately figured in an affair 


ston Jones were principals. The public mind 
had already been stirred to its depth over the 
Martinville tragedy, and when it was noised 


about that these gentlemen were here those who 
claimed to know cf the difficulty in North Caro- 
lina believed that Mr. Pearson was here for 
blood and that nothing but gore would satisfy 
his perturbed spirit. In the night a hack was 
procured, and Messrs. Pearson and Hamilton 
drove over to the junction. Then it was that the 
knowing ones exchanged whispers of duels and 
scalps, and it was firmly believed that they 
would return with the bloody trophy in their 
possession. But in heu thereof they brought 
with them on their return two gentlemen, 
friends of the parties from Richmond. The 
lynx-eyed police were on the alert, ready at a 
given signal to drop on them, but they manceu- 
vred so well that the limbs of the law retired 
utterly vanquished. This morning Mr. J. R. 
Hamilton Jett for the South, while Mr. Pearson 
and his other friends seemed restless and were 
anxious to leave for Richmond, which they were 
not permitted to do, owing to the non-departure 
of the train. In the meantime they kept close 
in their rooms at the hotel. As totheir future 
plans it isa matter of conjecture. 

This affuir first commenced from a newspaper 
quarrel between HKichmond Pearson and Gen. 
Johnston Jones, touching the passage of a stock 
luw, & measure which was not very popular in 
Buncombe County, North Carolina. Much cor- 
respondence was indulged in, resulting finally in 
Gen. Jones being challenged according to the 
code. In oneof Gen. Jones’s articles allusion 
was made to a difficulty which Mr. Pearson bad 
had with Mr. R. Y. McAden on the streets of 
Raleigh, in which reflection was cast on Mr. 
Pexurson’s courage. Mr. Pearson then addressed 
anote to Col. Jones, which was borne by Mr. 
Hamilton, in which he asked Col. Jones to give 
him an opportunity of proving his courage after 
the manner prescribed by the code. Friends in- 
terfered, however, and an amicable settlement 
wes effected it was thought, but Mr. Pearson was 
not satisfied and renewed the chalienge. Col. 
Jones then published a long ietter, in which he 
gave his reasons for refusing to ight a duel. 

In the meantime Mr. Pearson published a card 
in which he intimated that he had declined to 
fight McAden a duel because his friend, Dr. 
Grissom, had advised that from the nature of 
the assault and the different positions held by 
the parties in question he (Pearson) as a man of 
honor should choose the alternative of ignoring 
the man and the assault. Dr. Grissom in a letter 
to Mr. McAden says this advice had no allusion 
whatever to his courage, general character, 
social position, or future action. Mr. McAden 
published this letter, and concluded the whole 
matter as follows: 

From th's it will be seen that Mr. Pearson stands 
convicted of falsehood by his own witness, Dr Gris- 
som Under the circumstances, with the finger of 
scorn pointed at him trom all quarters and his bumil- 
iution, 1 forbear to properly characterize the conduct 
of this fe low Pearson. hope I am incapabie of 
striking afallenfoe Hehas my pity ratherthan my 
contempt. HKxit Richmond V. kK. Y. MCADEN. 

It is believed that friends are trying to effect 
a reconciliation of the differences between Mr, 
Pearson aud McAden, but what will be the re- 
sult of their endeavors it is just now impossible 
to determine. Neither is it divulged as to the 
nature of the settlement, whether friendly or 
hostile. 


NO LOVE FOR BUFFALO. 

Burrao, N.Y., May 19.—The report that 
President Cleveland has bought a house in 
Washington with the evident intention of mak- 
ing that city his future home does not 
cause any surprise here, for it has 
long been an open secret among many 
that Mr. Cleveland has no _ love for

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THE BISHOP’S SALARY. 
OS 

HOW THE LONG ISLAND DIOCESE IN- 

CREASED IT—PRAYER*BOOK REVISION. 

Several entertaining incidents happened 
at the second and final session of the Long 
Island -Diocesan Convention of the Episcopal 
Church, at Garden City, yesterday. A num 
of delegates to the convention had decided that 
Bishop Littlejohn’s salary should be increased, 
but without taxing the income of the diocese. 
When Bishop Littlejohn made his headquarters 
at Garden City he left vacant a large house on 
Remsen-street, Brooklyn. Ex-Judge Gilbert 
offered a resolution in the Convention that the 
rent of this house, after deducting taxes and 


other expenses, should be added to the Bishop's 
salary. x-Mayor Hunter was in favor of in- 
creasing the Bishop’s salary, and added: “The 
nen Well,” said Soap Gilb 

* Well,” said Judge ert, in explanation, 
“but the Bishop moved aiter the renting sea- 
son last year.” 

* How about the renting season this year ?” 
queried Mr. Hunter. 

Judge Gilbert admitted that it, too, had 
passed, but ad@ed, ** We live in hope,” 

The Convention forgot ail about its dignity 
-_ leughed Sash like ardinary eople, when Mr. 

unter quickly exclaimed, “But where does 
that leave the tsishop ?” 

The resolution was finally put to a vote and 
carried by a vote of 53 to 28. The negative 
voters then began to explain their positions, and 
finally gréwso very explanatory that one of 
their number moved that the Bishop's salary 
be increased from $6,000 to $8,000 per annum. 
During the discussion of the saiary question 
the Rev. Dr. Moore occupied the chair. Be- 
fore $2,000 could be tacked upon the 
Bishop’s salary it was necessary to dispose 
of Judge -Gilbert’s resolution. Somebody 
moved to reconsider it. This wasdone. Then 
the Convention hurled resolutions and amend- 
ments and substitutes at the Chairman until he 
wondered where he was. A delegate inquired 
how much the Remsen-street house was worth 
anyway. ‘l'reasurer Male said it was in the hands 
of several brokers, whose orders were to seil it 
** for $35,000 or less." This put the Convention 
in good: humor, and, after it had become so 
frightrully entangled that it was willing to ac- 
cept avy proposition, it decided to add the rey- 
enue from the Remsen-street house to the Bish- 
Op’s .salary, because none of the funds would 
stand the strain of the proposed increase, the 
era sg fund having increased only $26 during 
ast year. 

The revised Prayer Book occupied the atten- 
tion of the Convention for an hour. The Rev. 
Dr. Snively, in introducing the subject, said he 
hoped the public would understand that any 
excitement that might have arisen on Tuesday 
over the discussion of the subject was entirely 
good natured. It ought to be understood, he 
thought, that when four ministers attempted 
to talk at once in the cathedral crypt the re- 
sult might beara strong resemblance to a riot, 
though entirely free trom any animosity. He 
offered a resolution that the delegates to the 
Genera! Convention be instructed to vote against 
the proposed changes inthe Prayer Book, not 
thatthe Revision Committee had notdone a 
great deal of hard and conscientious work, but 
because, in his opinion, a better liturgical re- 
sult could be evolved in time, and it should be 
remembered that ‘the liturgy we are revising is 
for alltime.” The resolution was adopted after 
it had been made plain that the delegates would 
be at liberty to adopt some of the changes if 
they saw fit. 

The morning session of the convention was oc- 
cupiedin disposing of the reports of committees. 
The Trustees ot the Episcopal fund reported that 
the receipts of the fund for the year were $116 34 
more than the expenditures. The fund amounts 
to $56,440 42. he resignation of J. D. Jones, 
Treasurer of the fund, was accepted, and F. A. 
Parsons, of Brooklyn, was elected in bis stead. 
The Trustees reported a bequest from the estate 
of Thomas 8. Messenger of $5,000, which is to be 
expended in the erection of church buildings. 
The convention was urged by Bishop Littiejohn 
to push missionary enrollment. He desired to 
see a large contribution from the diocese for mis- 
sion work before the General Convention met in 
October. A committee of two clergymen and 
three laymen was appointed to prosecute the 
work. W.H. Fleeman was appointed Treasurer 
of the Diocesan fund. 

The election of deputies to the General Con- 
vention resulted as follows: The Rev. Drs. 
Charles A. Hall. William A. Snively, T. Stafford 
Drowne, and William H. Moore, and Messrs. 
Henry E. Pierrepont, Jasper W. Gilbert, John A. 
King, and William Nicoll. he Convention 
thanked its officers for the manner in which they 
had performed their duties, but the Rev. Mr. 
Vandewater said it was not necessary, as a dele- 
gate suggested, to thank the Stewart estafé for 
its entertainment of the Convention for two 
days, as every lunch eaten by a delegate cost the 
diocese 80 cents.

THE BLUNDER OF ATTORNEY-GEN- 
ERAL O'BRIEN. 


fiOW HF MAY RECOVER THE ADVANTAGE HE 


HaS GIVEN THE BROADWAY SURFACE 


ROAD—O’BRIEN’S SEARCH FOR OFFICERS, 

The opinion is very general among 
counsel who have madeastudy of the recent 
legislation regarding the Broad way*Railroad that 
the appointment of John O’Brien as Receiver of 


the company will not stand, on account of the 
blunder made by the Attorney-General in bring- 


ing bis suit against James A. Richmond as Presi- 
gent. * The fact is,” said one of these gentie- 
men yesterday, *“*the Attorney-General was in 
such a hurry to oblige the Governor by securing 
the appointment of bis man that he did not take 


the time to investigate and find out who the 


proper person was upon whom the law required 
him to serve his papers. That Mr. Richmond 
was no longer the President, or even a Director, 
of the Brceadway Surface Railroad was well 
known to many inthis city, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral O’Brien could have informed himself if he 


had taken the time and the trouble,” 


“Is there no way of rectifying the blunder so 
Rs to make the appointment good?” the re- 
porter asked. 

“I suppose, if the Attorney-General is not too 
proud to acknowledge that he has made a mis- 


take, he can gointo court and soamend his 
complaint as to enable him, by the proper serv- 


ice of the papers, to make the appointment of 
the Chairman of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee as Receiver of the road valid. If he is too 
proud to do this I have no Goupt that the action 
of Judge Parker in making the appointment 
will be held to be irregular when the issue is 


made in court,as it unquestionably will be 


made. But don’t you see the position 
in which this blunder has placed_him 

It has given the counsel of the Broad- 
way people information in regard to the 
man who is wanted tar Receiver. Those coun- 
sel are not fools, and probably before now a no- 
tice of appearance has been filed in Albany, and 
when the Attorney-General moves to amend his 


complaint he will be obliged to give them no- 
tice. They can then appear and object to the 


appointment of O’Brien, and if nothing eise re- 
sults in their favor they will gain the advantage 
of so much delay, which they could not have 
bad if the suit had been properly begun at first. 
Probably O’Brien’s appointment will be made in 
proper form inthe end. but it will take time, 
and time is everything in questions of law. : 
* What officers of the Broadway Road remain 


upon whom the suit can be begun?” the re- 


porter asked. 

“Why, there is certeinly the Secretary and 
Treasurer. Thst office is still in existence, and 
Papers served on its holder wiil be in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law to wind up 
the affairs of the company.” 

Col. George Bliss, who represents the Broad- 
way Surface Railroad as one of its counsel, was 
disposed to be very uncommunicative yester- 


day. When asked if the counsel for the road 
had taken any steps to prevent Receiver O'Brien 
° e 


irom taking possession he said: on’t 
recognize the regularity of Mr. O’Brien’s ap- 
pointwuaent. That is all I have to say.”’ 

**Have you made an answer to the suit begun 
in Albany ?”’ 

“IT served a written notice of appearance in 
the suit night before last. I will tell you one 
thing,” said the Colonel, swinging around sud- 
denly in his chair and facing the reporter. “On 
the 27th of April, before the repealing law was 

assed, I informed persons interested in the 

roadway Railroad that the Attorney-General 
would begin his suit in Albany, that Judge 
Parker would appoint the Receiver, and that I 
understood that leading Democratsin this city 
knew then who the Receiver would be. You 
can draw yourown conclusions from the fact 
that all this was known over three weeks ago.” 

The Colonel declined to give any opinion as to 
the political pnase of the appointment or Gov. 
Hill’s interest in it. 

The task of receiving the Broadway Surface 
Railroad Company made little progress yester- 
day, although Contractor John O’Brien em- 
ployed himself upon it pretty much allday. In 
the morning he resumed the hunt for the offi- 
cers and Directors of the company. As no scent 
had been foliowed on Tuesday he was not em- 
barrassed in yesterday’s search by having to con- 
fine himself to a set trail. but could strike out as 
the whim suited him. His aim before the day 
was out brought down several officers of the 
Twenty-third-Street Road. Why he should 
have stopped to serve papers on them was 
not explained by him, but he intimated 
that in some of the Twenty-third-street Direct- 
ors was lodged the management of the road 
that he wants to receive. “I have just left 
these ecfficers,” he said on returning to the 
Stewart Building, ** and, while not now at liberty 
to disciose their names, I think by another day I 
will have put myself in position to go on with 
the discharge of my duties as Receiver, and can 
then make public names and my pians. Every- 
thing will work, I feel confident, in the direc- 
tion toward which I am striving.” 

* Do you mean that you expect to take charge 
of the road in another day and begin to dis- 
charge the duties that belong ordinarily to a Re- 
ceiver ? 

** Yes, I don’t know why I shouldn’t.” 
as will you not be restrained by the injunc-

“1 shall pay no attention to the injunction,” 
Mr. O’Brien reptied, “in performing my duty. 
lI expect,to serve the proper notices anda to com- 
ply with the forms legaily prescribed in such 
cases and then to go on as any Receiver wauid. 
This will be the result if matters go my way, as 
I believe they will.” 

At the railroad offices and at the offices of 
most of the coynsel supposed to be more or less 
directly connected with the case, news was as 
scarce yesterday as five-leaf clover. 


ELECTRICIANS IN COUNCIL. 

Several contributions were made to 
electrical literature at the general meeting of 
the American Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
yesterday, at No. 127 East Twenty-third-street. 
Prof. W. A. Anthony, of Cornell, contributed a 
report of his experience in the practical use 
of the huge standard tangent galvanometer, 
which he constructed a year ago at Cor- 
nell University. It is by far the largest galva- 


bometer in the world, and it was placed in a 
building absolutely free from iron and ali other 
magnetic metals. The galvanometer was con- 
structed for the direct measurement of large 
currents. Prof. Anthony declared that he had 
found it possible to measure by means of it, cur- 
rents as small as one one-hundredth ampere. 
and currents of any value from 4 to 
250 amperes. The latter could be done by de- 
fiections of the needle, never less than 25° nor 
more than 60°. Thomas D. Lockwood, of the 
American Bell Telephone, of Boston, read a pa- 
per on recent advances in telephony. The paper 
was largely historical. Mr. Lockwood regarded 

miles as the limit of practicai telephony to- 
day; within 6 years he expected it would be 
1.500 mil's. Papers were read on ** Patent.Office 
Practice” by A. C. Fowler, and on ‘*Secondary 
Batteries for Lighting and Power” by A. H. 
Bauer. 

Atthe close of the meeting the special com- 
mittee appointed on Tuesday night reported ir 
favor of the adoption of the British Board of 
Trade wire gauge as thestandurd ot the insti- 
tute. It was also resoived that the institute 
shall henceforth hold monthly instead of yearly 
meetings. The next meeting will be held on the 
first Tuesday in June.

the commission were kept waiting nearly two 
hours before the meeting was’ opened. The de- 
lay was caused by the Commissioners lolling

MANY RECOVERIES,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STATE HOMEO- 
PATHIC ASYLUM 

According to the fifteenth annual report 
of the State Homeopathic Asylum at Middie- 
town the past year has been the most successful 
one in the history of that institution. There 
never was such a high percentage of recoveries 
orsolowa death rate. Of 486 patients, 204 of 
whom were admitted during the year, 131 were 
discharged, 66 of them cured. There were 27 
deaths, 8 of those who died having béen re- 
ceived into the asylum in a moribund condition. 
Deducting these, the death rate was below 4 
percent. The causes of insanity are set forth 
statistically. Worry heads the list with 27 vic- 
tims, 20 of whom were males and7 females. In- 
temperance in drink comes next with 17; over- 
work and physical disease, 16 each; domestic 
trouble, 15; disappointment in business, 6, all 
males; disappointment in love, 4, all females. 
Tne remote causes of insanity in the cases re- 
ceived during the year were: Heredity, 34; pre- 
disposition, 78. The habits of 164 had been tem- 
perate, and of those of 38 intemperate. One 
hundred and sixty-six were natives of the United 
States, 12 of Germany, 11 of Ireland, 7 of Eng- 
land. Eighty-nine were supported by them- 
selves or families, while 115 were county charves. 
The priceof board was reduced from $5 to $3 75 
per week for county patients, and from $6 to 
$4 ag the minimum price for private patients. 

Dr. Seldon H. Talcott, the Medical Superin- 
tendent, calls attention to the beneficial effects 
of the civil service tests in the appointment of 
hospital attendants. Each applicant, after pass- 
ing examination, can earn an appointment only 
after three months’ probation. The plan works 
well, Dr. Taicott says, bringing to the work a 
superi»r class of attendants, and helping the 
patients by more intelligent treatment in re- 
spect not only to rest and diet, but also in kind- 
pess. The statisticai result of this improvement 
in methods of treatment is that of the 66 patients 
cured during the year 40 left the asylum within 
six months. 

Fletcher Harper, President of the Trustees, 
reports the expenditure of $25,000 for a block of 
day rooms ano dormitories in the male portion 
of the asylum. Corresponding additions to the 
building on the female side and other improve- 
ments will be made fromthe $49,500 appropriat- 
ed by the Legislature. 


NAVY YARD NOTES. 

President Cleveland, while in New-York 
on Decoration Day, wili be invited to visit the 
navy yard and will be the guest of the com- 
mandant. Preparations for his reception have 
already begun. 

Chief-Engineer E. D. Robie will not be de- 
tached from this yard, contrary to existing 


rumors. Mr. Robie is eligible for sea service 
only as Fleet Engineer, a vacancy which is not 
likely to occur for some time to come. 

Auctioneer T.A. Kerrigan visited the yard yes- 
terday in connection with the perfecting of ar- 
raugements for the coming auction of articles in 
the department of provisions and clothing. Mr. 
Kerrigan also viewed a number of unservicable 
boats, the sale of which has been recommended, 

The large quantity of cordage recently re- 
ceived from the Key West storehouse has been 
lying at that depot ever since the war. Owing to 
the peculiar rot accompanying the long storage 
of any cordage, it is thought that a portion of 
the lot received will be condemned. 

William Snaughnessy, for many years em- 
ployed in the construction department at the 
Brooklyn Yard, died yesterday. 











EX-ALDERMAN M’CABE IN TROUBLE. 
Ex-Alderman McCabe fell into the hands 
of the law yesterday, and was taken to the Sher- 
iff’s office. A judgment was obtained against 
him recently in favor of Patrick Griffin for 
$3,431 39. Griffin was injured by blasting, which 
was carried on under one of McCabe’s contracts. 
The judgment was not paid,and ex-Judge Dit- 
tenhoefer, Griflin’s lawyer, obtained an execu- 
tion against the ex-Alderman’s property. Tuiis 
was unsatisfied. An execution was then issued 
against McCabe’s person, and Deputy Sheriff 
Crawford was sent out to find McCabe. At his 
home, No. 725 Lexington-avenue, Crawford was 
repeatedly told that the ex-Alderman was not 
at home. Early yesterday morning, however, 
Crawford arrested his man as the latter was 
leaving the side door of his house. McCabe fur- 
nished bonds in double the amount of the judg- 
ment, and was allowed to go home. He cannot 
leave the county until judgment is satisfied. 


MAY KEEP DYNAMITE ON SHORE. 
The Fire Commissioners had under con- 
sideration yesterday a petition from ex-Mayor 
Edson, Gustay Schwab, Hugh N. Camp, and 
other residents of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
whose houses and grounds are adjacent to the 
line of the new Croton Aqueduct, asking that 
the permit given to Contractors Rogers, Shand- 
ley & Farrell to store dynamite near sbaft 
23 be revoked. Peter Seery. the Fire 
Department inspector of combustibles, re- 
orted that tbe magazine for storing 
pounds of dynamite was placed in 
as safe a spotascould be found in the neigh- 
pornood, and that, as the biasting was going on 
night and day, it was safer to have a supply of 
dynamite stored on shore than to have the ex- 
plosives transported from the powder boat in 
the Harlem River at night. The Commissioners 
decided not to revoke the permit, and the con- 
tractors pledged themselves not to keep on 
shore more than 500 pounds of explosives at one 
time from now until June 20, and after that date 
not more than 250 pounds.

nounced, Itis within the power of the Sheriff 


to take Jaehne from the court room this morn- 
ing before the ink on the commitment paper is 
ary, and hurry him off on the road to Sing Sing. 
Speculation is rife as to what course the Sheriff 
will take in the matter.

tice Barrett to at once convey the prisoner to 


Sing Sing it is within the power of the Sheriff to 


permit Jaehne to remain in the Tombs for a rea- 
sonable length of time so that the,prisoner may, 
if he desires, arrange his business or family 
matters before being taken away to serve his 
term in State prison.

AIDING COLORED EDUCATION.

THE USES AND FRUIT OF THE SLATER 

FUND IN THE SOUTH. 
“The Trustees of the John F. Slater fund, 
consisting of ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes, 
Chief-Justice Waite, and President Gilman, of 
the Johns Hopkins University, met yesterday at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel to receive the report of 
the General Agent of the fund. The report con- 
tains a full statement of the work carried on in 
29 schools in different Southern States, in all 
of which trades are taught, as well as various 
branches of learning. In the Clark University, 
for example, there are taught carpentry, black- 
smithing, carriagemaking, farming, printing, 
harnessmaking, and shoemaking, and the girls 
are taught sewing and housekeeping. At the 
Spelman Female Seminary, in Atlanta, there is 
alarge laundry, where 3,000 pieces are washed 
and ironed each week, and one of the ladies there 
is making arrangements to organize a training 
school tor nurses. 

The General Agent, after examining the work 
done in the various schools, says that the Slater 
fund has been a healthful and productive stim- 
ulus in many directions. It has helped directly 
or indirectly fully $8,000 colored youths and over 
800 teachers in the schools connected with the 
jund. {t hasset forward incatculably the cause 
of industrial education inthe test schools tor 
colored people in the South. When the work of 
the Trustees first began few schools would give 
it any place in their systemis; now there are few 
who do not. There is more kindly feeling among 
white Southern people toward these schools 
than heretofore. The Slater fund has aided in 
raising funds North as well as South for the use 
of colored schools, and within 18 months more 
than $30,000 has been turned into channels that 
helped these schools, 

The colored people, the General Agent*finds, 
have a growing appreciation of education, and 
this appreciation is notably shcwn in their ef- 
forts to he!p themselves, Every colorea church 
in the South is committed to the cause of edu- 
cation, and many are building, with much wis- 
dom, energy, and liberality, schools of their 
own. AS a rule these churches make an assess- 
ment upon their congregations for their edu- 
cational enterprises, and thus the people are 
being trained to give money to their educational 
interests. ‘Thre is also a disposition among the 
colored people by private subscriptions to sup- 
plement the public scnool funds and to extend 
the short school term. General Agent Haygood 
thought that if there were funds to extend the 
special work of the fund in States where schools 
are now aided, and to start it in Arkansas and 
Florida, it would do a greatly needed service tu 
the cause of education.

KNOW HOW TO GET TO DEADWOOD. 


Sioux Warrior Black Horse and his 
squaw roamed disconsolately through Castle 
Garden yesterday. For two years, with nine 
companions, the couple have been exhibiting 
through Europe, Berlin being the last place 
where they satisfied the curiosity of the inhabit- 


ants to gaze upon the noble red man. Black 
Horse longed tor the wilds of his native Dakota, 
and going to Bremen he intrusted his landlord 
with 400 marks with which to prepay the pass- 
age of himself and squaw, via the State Line of 
steamships, to Deadwood, They arrived on the 
State of Nebraska yesterday and then discovered 
that they were booked only to New-York. Clerk 
Nigiutsch accompanied Black Horse to the 
office of the State Line, where it was found that 
170 marks had been received for the passage of 
the couple. Black Horse’s landlord is therefore 
gainer by 230 marks. 

Black Horse was inaterribie quandary. The 
fare to Deadwood would cost bim $95 80, about 
$95 more than he possessed. Finally he was sent 
to the Quartermaster’s Department, No. 33 West 
Houston-street, to find if he was still a ward of 
the Nation or had forfeited that position by his 
absence from the country. He will visit the 
department again this morning to learn the 
Quartermaster’s decision. If he is still a ward 
he will be transported to Dakota. If not, Black 
Horse is doubtful what will become of himself 
and his squaw.
